Dynamite and Constitutional Agitation to 


Give Way to Colonial Revolt 


Alfred Aylward, the Boer Commander, 


and His Plan of Action. 


Ta r is, May 24.—Statements have appeared In 
various newspapers to the effect that a new de­ 
parture is at present being organized In the arena 
of Irish politics with a view to effect the libera­

Information 
of

character 
which

these reports, but also enables me to sup­ 
plement them with certain details which will 
doubtless prove of much Interest to the public at 
large. The new organization, although not as yet 
constituted under any specific name, nevertheless 
exists; and its tinancia! exchequer more than suf­ 
fices to carry on the work of propagation which 
Its emissaries are quietly and unostentatiously 
carrying on throughout several of Great L'rltaln’s 
foreign possessions. 
I had a conversation today with the present rep­ 
resentative of this body In France, a young Irish­ 
man who was a captain lit the English army, and 
who has recently left the service in order to throw 
himself altogether Into the coming venture, In the 
fiual success of which lie has the utmost con­ 
fluence. Having travelled through various por­ 
tions of the world and seen much life In the British 
colonies, he asserts (hat lie haunt no small share 
of disaffection prevalent In countries subject to 
England. 
“ My co-workers and myself,” ho said. "are de­ 
voting our live#, our experience unit our energies 
to the one great object—the independence of Ire­ 
land—tin ough England's destruction. 
Captain 
Aylward of the Transvaal, the chief organizer and 
liberator of the Doers, is one of our trusted officers, 
and may be counted on to give a respectable 
account of himself at tile next favorable oppor­ 
tunity. Ile believes, as I do, and as we al! do. in 
the possibility of an extended movement by which 
the British colonies may he brought Into the scope 
of political action ol such a character that it may 
eventually cripple the enemy and effect 
T h e Iii< le|» eu d en ce o f O u r X u I Ive r.am l. 
The liner conspiracy, that has been so successful 
—In fact, the only successful revolution of tho 
kind, not counting the rebellion of the American 
colonies of Hie last cetilury against the British 
crown—Inn had amongst its prime movers Irish­ 
men who feel aud know that they may bo equally 
successful as far as their efforts go iii the working 
of a final effort that will now be made for tho cause 
that appeals to every Irishm an—tho freedom of a 
united Ireland." 
This Tarts representative of the new organiza­ 
tion, whose initials I give with ills own permission, 
Captain S 
8-----, furtherm ore asserted that 
constitutional agitation as well as dynamite ex­ 
plosions, will soon he abandoned by the Irish 
race, mice they see how the latest missionaries 
In the field are conducting operations against Great 
Britain. Australia, 
South 
Africa, India aud 
the oilier colonial possessions are, according to 
their programme, to bo visited by secret agents, 
well supplied with money in order to shake the 
allegiance of their Inhabitants to Hie British 
crown. Ile volts on a largo scale are to be organ­ 
ized, and foreign potentates, Europeans or others, 
are to be encouraged Ai every possible way to 
challenge England to a combat. 
In a word, the practical annihilator of British

lower Is Hie Immediate aim of this party, and Irish 
ii,eriy the ii ti mate. 
I ii connection with information received on the 
subject I have just treated of, I have been t ut

The bearing of this portion of my article on that 
which I have just dealt with will be Obvious at iv 
glance.when Captain S.'s admission that tile Irish­ 
men who were prime movers in Hie Boer revolu­ 
tion are at present taking part Iii the new Irish or­ 
ganization is borne In mind. As Captain Aylward 
is well known to have been tile chief agent in the 
late successful uprising ti; the Transvaal, a few 
words on his antecedents may not he out of place 
bere. 
Alfred Aylward, having fought In the American 
civil war, returned, like several other Irish offi­ 
cers, to Ireland In 1864, when he was duly sworn 
In a member of the Irish Devolutionary Brother­ 
hood, then under the sale direction of Jam es 
Stephens. C. O. I. It. Aylward was not long iii 
the Brotherhood when ne was suspected of giving 
Information to die authorities, aud the result was 
that he was shot at near the Royal canal in Dub­ 
lin in December, 1865, bul was rescued by the 
police from an angry crowd,having been lodged In 
Jdounijoy for his personal safety. 
Falling to convince his revolutionary associates 
©f the honesty and uprightness of his conduct, he 
protested against further Imprisonment. 
The 
government considering him a particularly dan­ 
gerous man, and deeming ic wise to remove him 
as tar its possible from the scene of Irish politics, 
gave him in February, 1807, Hie sum ol 41150, and 
placed him on board u Un iou steam er sailing lur tho 
Cape of Good Hope. 
Aylward went to the far Interior aud devoted 
bis time by turns to trading and editorial work. 
all the while 
busying himself with political 
hcneiiies. With other malcontents he attempted 
tv organize a mining republic, die flag of which 
Sn*s green, with a white star, hut they were 
forced to abandon the scheme after causing the 
British government an outlay of £‘78,000 iii quell­ 
ing the uprising. Amnesty was proclaimed after 
two months, and Aylwaiu resumed his editorial 
labors. 
Aylward was restless and feverish In his edi­ 
torial fauteuil. 
He longed for excitement, and 
was ambitious to continue die struggle against 
England in some shape or another, while lit tile 
Bailie time he could play the part of posing in pub­ 
lic a s 


K it st ti m l’* L o y a l Mild D e v o te d S e rv a n t. 
The expatriated Irishman then, In 1876, took 
part with the Boers In their troubles with neigh­ 
boring chiefs, rising to the rank of commanding 
general ot the Boer army. Ju st then the British 
Interfered, and the Boers were forced to disband 
their troops. 
The Finlan’s presence iii the Transvaal being, 
however, considered by the authorities highly 
obnoxious, as well as dangerous to the Interests 
of British rule, lie was offered aud accepted £500 
to return to England. 
Tuts curious uetail, which, Hire several of those 
other details, has never yet been published, will 
show in what high respect Mr. Aylward was held 
by the late Lord Beacon sfleld’a lid his ministry. 
On his reaching England lie proceeded lo Edin­ 
burgh where lie resided for eight mouths, and oc­ 
cupied bis time In writing a volume entitled "Tile 
Transvaal of Today,” which was immediately pub­ 
lished, and considered by many competent press 
critics to be the most powerful advocacy of tile 
Boer 
cause 
that, 
ever 
appeared 
in 
print, 
In which he foretold with prophetic accuracy 
Hie extraordinary success of the Boer insurrec­ 
tion which was so soon to follow. 
Iii November, 1878, he sailed for Natal again 
and took part in the military campaigns of the 
Transvaal, I i i June, 1878, becoming editor of the 
Natal Winless. 
When the Boer insurrection broke out In De­ 
cember of tho same year the Notal Witness repro­ 
bated die lll-advlsed step,and was not gingerly of 
Bs anathemas on those who promoted it. This, 
however, 
was 
only 
another 
ruse 
of 
the 
jonspiraror, and 
lie 
so admirably succeeded 
ii blinding Major-Geneial Sir Tomeroy Cuelly, 
Hie 
then 
lieutenant-governor 
of 
Natal, 
rho was trying to quell tne insurrection, that 
tout officer nominated Aylward chief of the Intel­ 
ligence department of the held force, just then 
constituted for the relief of the beleaguer! garri­ 
sons in die Transvaal. 
It was the story of Troy 
captured by the wooden horse retreated iii a dil­ 
u e n t country aud under different circumstances. 


T a k in g A d v a n ta g e s 
o f 
H i s O p p o rtu n itie s , 
Aylward was the means of Inflicting more losses 
on the British at Latng’s Nek, deserting the 
British cause and aiding rn the bloody battle 
against Sir Pomeroy Cuelly at Majttba HIU. 
A reward of £1000 was offered lor the apprehen­ 
sion of Alfred Aylward by General Sir E. Wood, 
now cominander-in-chlef ot the Egyptian army. A 
timilar sum was off red for the arrest of Captain 
b— S—, who was suspected of complicity with 
Aylward In the Boer conspiracy, b u t who, as a 
D ialler of tact, was then on leave of a b sen ce from 
his reg im en t Iii Ireland, suffering from the effects 
M w ounds received during the Zulu cam p aig n . 
. SJM reward Cm tim arrest of bain Oautluutea 


having been soon afterwards withdrawn and peace 
made, with term s abe.my known lo the public, 
Aylward returned from the Transvaal to Natal.and 
four months afterwards sailed for England, where 
he went as the accredited lepresentative to the 
colonial office of The virtually established Boer 
republic. After living for two mouths with his 
colleague, Captain S— S—. who had then received 
a military appointment in western Africa, he lec­ 
tured iu favor of die Boer Interests at the London, 
Liverp ol, Manchester and Glasgow Chambers of 
Commerce, aud subsequently pi oceeded on private 
business to America, where’ he is at present tem­ 
porarily residing.

Alfred Aylward is expected In Furls In a few 
months to consult with 
Captain 8— 8— and 
several prominent Irishmen in the French capital 
as to the proper carry ing out of the contemplated 
scheme.

ing General Gordon and his comm lid. England 
would thereupon agree to withdraw the British 
troops now in Egypt aud favor the suzerainty of 
the sultan.

Twice this government has nearly 
purchased Cuba. Buchanan once nearly bought 
Cuba for #50.000,000. Hamilton Fish om e had a 
treaty all perfected to buy Cuba for 8860,000,- 
000. After the treaty had been ratified by Hie 
executive authorities of the two governments, 
Mr. Fish, before sending die treaty to the Senate 
for final ratification, thought; in his conserva­ 
tive 
fashion, 
that 
It 
would 
be 
prudent 
to send a note to die powers, asking them if they 
would object to the purchase. OI course they did, 
and Mr. Fish never scut Hie treaty to die Senate. 
Now Aho administration lias conceived the idea of 
purchasing Cuba as an offset to the brilliant policy 
of Mr. Blaine. 
It Is said that Spaiu is now willing 
to sell cheap, and that she will take #50,000,000 
rather than not sell at all. 
Cuba might be a 
feather iu die cap of the administration.

WILLING TO SUBMIT. 


Ferdinand Ward Prostrated by 
His Arrest. 


He Declines to Say Anythin?, .md Refers the 


Reporter to His Attorney. 


The Imprisoned Speculator Ready to 
Make All Possible Restitution. 


N ew Yo rk, May 22.—Ferdinand Ward was ar­ 
rested lust night .it the Metropolitan Hotel. The 
arrest was made at the application of City Cham­ 
berlain J. Nelson Tappan, who claims that the 
finn owes him #530,000. Bail is fixed at $300,- 
000. In the afternoon Ward weut down town, 
shadowed as usual, and called at tile office of 
his counsel, Mr. Stillman White. 
There Deputy 
Sheriff Brown took nim into custody. It was nearly 
6 o’clock when Ward descended mc steps from tile 
Trinity building with the sheriff. 
He looked pale 
and haggard. 
He hailed a Broadway 'bus and 
seated himself with his bead resting on one arm, 
supported by tho window easing, -Tile sheriff took 
a seat opposite. 
When the Sinclair House was 
reached, they alighted and went in. 
The sheriff 
had 
a 
short consultation 
witli 
Hie 
clerk, 
and 'th e 
visitors 
signed 
their 
names 
in 
an illegible fashion. 
They then adjourned to tho 
bar, where drinks and cigars were ordered, alter 
which they were shown to their room. A reporter 
subsequently gained admission to the room aud 
said: 
“ Mr. Ward, will you explain this arrest?” 
Mr. Ward made a faint effort to smile. “ I care 
to say nothing.” he (Bully replied, with an effort 
to stifle his emotion. “The m atter is in the hands 
of my attorney.” 
“ W hat conine will you pursue?” 
•‘I shall look for a Bondsman.” 
Ward could not have been settled in more luxu­ 
rious quarters than those iu which tho reporter 
left him. 
Ward yesterday, with his counsel, appeared be­ 
fore the gland jury of the Court of Oyer and Ter­ 
miner. Ills examination consumed an hour, it is 
Understood that the hue of examination was that 
followed before Referee Cole recently, and that 
Ward’s memory was as defective as ever. Mr. 
Fish afterward went before the jury and was ex­ 
amined. His testimony will be resumed tomorrow. 
Mr. Stillman. Ward's counsel, said last night 
that. Ward desired to make a clean breast of ills 
transactions, that lie admitted wronging many, 
find bad asked help to make a lair distribution of 
his property. 
Wanter and others had realized 
fraudulent profits. 
Ward now de>ired to set 
aside preferences, to make restitution, and to 
submit to whatever punishment tho law pre­ 
scribed. Others guilts- should suffer with him ; 
bul In* would uot Implicate anybody merely to 
shield himself. 
A leading lawyer told a banker yesterday that 
every persuu who received excess of 6 per cent, 
profits from the ventures of Grant & Ward is 
legally liable as a general partner. 
Grant Si Ward’s books snow profits credited to 
Tappan amounting to #1,125,000.

Application was made to Judge Donohue for an 
order of arrest against Jam es D. Fish, on much 
the same affidavits that were made against Ward, 
but Judge Donohue declined to grant the order. 
Mr. Fish denies that there was ever any meeting 
or consultation between himself aud Ward to 
decide who should participate in the “contracts.” 
U. S. Grant, Jr., lunched with his lather at 2 
o’clock aud went to his home in Morristown, N. J., 
at 4 o’clock. He will return to his office tomorrow 
morning as usual. 
The enormous pbrchases of bills of exchange so 
shortly before Grant & W ard’s failure has led to 
the suggestion that Ward was preparing to flee to 
Europe with a million and a half? and was pre­ 
vented only by the precipitation of the failure. A

days later Ward would 
have 
been on Ms 
way to Europe. Ward smiled when a reporter 
accosted him in prison last evening, but deigned 
only bis stereotyped reply that be didn’t want lo 
talk “to a newspaper man.” Mr. Green, his wife’s 
brother, who was present, at first assumed much 
reticence. 
"Does Mr. Ward expect to soon get out?” was 
asked of him. 
“ He has hopes of showing Mr. Tappan a hand 
that will turn the state of affairs. They have de­ 
clared war, aud now We are ready to give them 
all they desire." 
“How does Mr. Ward propose to proceed in his 
own Interest?” 
“ I cannot explain just now. Tappan has taken 
a hasty move. 
Ile will Aud that Ward's mouth 
will not remain scaled.” 
It, is generally report 'd tonight that John C. 
Kilo is to be arrested. 
Deputy Sheriff McGonigle 
and three assistants passed the entire evening in 
the vicinity of his house, 4 6 Park avenue. It was 
reported at the Wludsor Hotel that, besides the 
check for #95.000 which he drew on the Second 
National Bunk after he had c o n f e s t Ills defalca­ 
tion to his father, several others drawn atter the 
confession had turned up.

Tile warrant charges Mr. Fish with “unlawfully 
misapplying certain Auras, to Hie amount of $1,- 
400,000, of funds of the Marine Bauk to his own 
use, with intent to defraud such hank.”

His arrest does not 
seem to worry him. lie will remain at the flats 
tonight and probably get bail Iii the morning. 
Affidavits in the ease by Bauk Examiner Scriba 
aud others, charge Irregularities iu connection 
with tim transactions between tho bank aud 
Grant & Ward.

Life by Shooting. 


The Deed Committed in Buffalo, Where He 


has been Teaching School. 


His Popularity in Harvard—Graduate 
of the Class of '83. 


Bu ffa l o, May 20.—George Emerson Lowell, a 
graduate of Harvard, about 25 years of age, son 
of Judge Lowell of Boston, aud for a year a 
teacher In toe 
Buffalo 
Latin ami Grammar 
School, committed suicide this morning by shoot­ 
ing himself. Tho only cause that can Ire assigned 
Is melancholia. 


S n a tc h of Young Lowell's Life. 
George Emerson Lowell was born ut Chestnut 
Hill, Mass., and was the sou of Judge John 
Lowell of the United States Circuit Court. In his 
school days he was always very quick to learn, 
aud seemed when still a boy to have a decided, 
taste for study. He entered Harvard College in 
1879, passing a verv creditable examination. 
Mr. Lowell white at college occupied a high 
position In every way. His scholarship was ex­ 
cellent, and won for him a position in the Phi 
Beta 
Kappa 
Society, 
which 
Is 
generally 
composed 
of 
Hie 
first 
twenty-five 
men 
iu each class. He was most 
popular 
with 
his 
classmates, 
and 
was 
a 
mem tier 
of 
a very large number of college societies, iii several 
of which he held un office of one ktnd or another. 
His class testified their regard

electing blin second marshal 
on 
class day. 
a position for which the principal qualifica­ 
tion 
Is 
to

thorough

fellow. 
Ue was, during his senior year, president of the 
Athletic Association, aud throughout his college 
course 
took 
an 
active 
interest In 
athlet­ 
ics 
generally. 
No 
one 
combined 
lu 
a 
greater degree the qualities 
of 
a 
scholar 
and those qualities of heart and mind that never 
fail to earn for a collegian the regard aud love of 
his feilow-students—generosity and zeal for Hie 
welfare of tho college. 
Probably no one lu the class of 1883 was better 
known ami more widely rfspected. His manly 
face attracted notice everywhere, and for eveiy 
acquaintance lie had a Pleasant word. It was a 
very noticeable fact that 
the position which 
family had given him did uot iii the least produce 
any disagreeable traits iii his character. 
He was 
a true gentleman iii the broadest sense. 
As 
secretary aud later president of the harvard 
Athletic Association he was brought in contact 
with hundreds ot the students, audit was Interest­ 
ing to liateu lo the complimental- y remarks which 
were invariably passed upon him by those who had 
dealings with 1dm. 
With the deep sorrow, which all his class­ 
mates will leel on learning of Mr. Lowell’s sad 
death, must come the thought—can it he pos­ 
sible that my college friend, whoso views of 
life were always so high and pure, aud whose 
smiling face was almost enough to chase away the 
gloom of an examination room, lias had the sun­ 
light of lits life so darkened as to make that life a 
burden to him.

his family now resides. 
The lives of those two brothers have been 
checkered ones. They left father and motlier and 
sisters aud a good home, when about 20 years olu, 
to wander ll) a far-off land among strangers.

SPECIAL FERTILIZERS. 


ARTICLE K a X III. 
Notwithstanding the general belief that, in con­ 
sequence of experiment stations, the standard of 
commercial manures hasbeen considerably raised, 
there are those who still believe that in their pur­ 
chase they do not receive a full equivalent for the 
expenditure made. 
The reason of tills is because 
of the difference of soils, whereby the action of the 
fertilizer is varied. 
Every special fertilizer pos­ 
sesses two values—one its commercial value or 
the value of the raw material In the market, and 
the other the agricultural value or its value as a 
crop producer. 
The latter value is the one which 
more nearly Interests the farmer, and yet It must 
be considered in connection with Us former value. 
A fertilizer may cost the farmer $40 per ton, and 
the Increased agricultural benefit from a ton be no 
more than $20; then it is best not to purchase. 
So there must be a comparison between the two, 
and unless there is a balance in favor of the agri­ 
cultural value, It is no advantage to the farmer lo 
purchase except as a matter of convenience 
for enlarging a crop by the payment of a sum 
equivalent 
to 
the 
value 
of 
the 
crop for 
doing it. 
For ti) is reason tanners are more 
Inclined to become the manufacturers of their 
own phosphates, which are much more satisfac­ 
tory lu their effects. 
Samuel B. West, who has 
been accustomed to use considerable amounts of 
special manures, because of engaging In the grow­ 
ing of tobacco, has of late manufactured his own 
fertilizer, for the reason, as lie states, that he can­ 
not afford to pay surh profits as he Knows are 
realized. 
Ho has this season employed HOO 
pounds of bone In the manufacture of his fertil­ 
izer. He uses from thirty to thirty-five pounds of 
acid, which is found to be sufficient. 
After the 
mass is thoroughly cut he uses as a drier char­ 
coal dust, lf it eau be procured, or dry muck, and 
he has employed sawdust. 
In addition to this he 
also puts iu gypsum and some hen manure that is 
mixed with s a n d e d so Is thoroughly pulverized. 
In this way he prWuces a fertilizer which he con­ 
siders more valuable for all purposes than any 
that lie can purchase, and at a cost of less than 
ane-hglf as much as would be required to be paid 
for the average phosphate of the market. 
Now it 
becomes evident to every person of a thinking 
mind, that where a business is carried on on a 
large scale the expense is proportionately less, 
ana so lf 
an 
individual 
on a very small 
scale 
can 
succeed 
so 
cheaply 
it 
goes 
to 
show 
that 
consumers 
are 
paying 
too heavy profits in the purchase of special fertil­ 
izers. 
In speaking of this subject of special ma­ 
nures we are reminded of an implement for drop­ 
ping it, which, tor convenience aud utility, should 
be in Hie hands of every farmer who is compelled 
to drop in or about Hie hill any kind of fine 
fertilizer. 
It is a simple machine, and Is conven­ 
iently used as a cane in walking, and is manufac­ 
tured by F. F. Randolph of Liberty Corner, New 
Jersey. 
It consists of a vertical frame with an open 
tylinder, in winch works a plunger, carrying ad­ 
justable valves, and terminating In a ball step at 
(he lower end; connected with the cylinder by a 
flexible tube is a sort of hopper, with a strap to be 
worn over the shoulder, aud which carries the 
guano, phosphate, piaster, ashes, or tile material 
to be dropped. 
It passes from this through the 
chute 
to 
the 
cylinder, 
wiiere 
It is meas­ 
ured by the valves, and in the use of the imple­ 
ment, when tile ball rests upon the ground the 
eylinaer is elevated and the measured quantity 
released, which drops to the ground. On lifting 
to pass to the next hill the cylinder is restored 
md the required measure placed for the next de­ 
posit. It is a most convenient little implement 
and will save much back-achlug labor which 
attends the dropping of fertilizers by the old way. 
We feel that when a really good thing comes out 
every farmer should have the benefit of any 
knowledge that may be possessed regarding it, 
because in that way he may be benefited or pro­ 
tected against imposition from th e purchase of 
something which has not been tested,

Min k will furnish the nitrogen, but it should be 
lomposted * Itll some alkali to neutralize its acid 
qualities, mid its action is not as quick as nitrate 
ot soda, but more tasting; it is also good as an aid 
to retain moisture iu the soil in ease of a drought, 
but with this preparation of ashes and muck it 
lacks 321Ls phosphorIc acid,120ibs soda aud 3i^0ihs 
lime of Hie manure recom m enced; ISO lbs fine 
ground Charleston phosphates would make up the 
deficiency Sn phosphoric acid, 300 lbs of salt w ill 
furiiish the soda, and to this can be added the 
380 lbs lime. With these additions, it would be as 
good as the manure recommended,provided it was 
used on the ground last fall for Hits season’s crop, 
but for immediate effect it would not be so 
so d, although it would contain all the con­ 
do ueius, and in equal quantities. 
It will do to 
nix sir-slaked hue with any of these formulas, 
did it is beneficial to do so.

Before Hie lambs which have been 
castrated are lei go they should be docked or 
have their tails cut. 
Docking is necessary to tho 
health and comfort of all sheep that have to be 
folded, and, therefore, it requires to be performed 
on ewe lambs as well as others. 
The ope rat Iou is 
often rendered 
needlessly severe by shorten­ 
ing the tan ttw much, aud causing excessive bleed­ 
ing. 
In the case of hill sheep which are always 
on pasture, and never in wet and miry folds, Hie 
tall Is shortened verv little, if any, the last. verte­ 
bra seldom being oui, but only Hie fleshy part on 
Hie end of tile tail removed. 
Docking may be 
performed ou a block with an axe or chisel. 
WASHING AND SHEARING. 
A great mistake is made by farmers in washing 
their sheep. 
It is unpleasant and unhealthful for 
Hie sheep, and their labor is spent in vain, from a 
pecuniary standpoint. 
No better rule for the 
time of shearing can be given than to leave the 
intelligent farmer to use bls own Judgment. Many 
show sheep are shorn in January and February. 
lf they have comfortable habitations, this will not 
injure them so much as is generally supposed; in 
fact sheep thrive better in winter if not over­ 
burdened with wool.—[Canadian Farmer. 


d e s t r o y in g t ic k s . 
Tobacco dust or Juice is the cheapest and most 
effective remedy. 
The gritty remains ot hogs­ 
heads of tobacco can be purchased cheaply, and 
one pound of the dust will be sufficient lot- ten 
sheep. 
The ticks soon leave the siiorn sheep and 
take up their abode on the lambs. 
This is Hie 
best time to attack the ticks. 
The dust. need not 
be scattered all over tho lamp, but is quite 
effectual when placed in rows along the length of 
Hie animals. 
Four rows on the circumference of 
Hie body of each lamb will be sufficient—one on 
each side of Hie backbone, say six or seven inches 
from it, aud two other rows at intermediate dis­ 
tances. One application a year will be sufficient. 
T his is also a good remedy for lice on cattle or 
other animals.

A dvice About Shoeing Horses, 
Lecturing 
on 
horseshoeing and on 
driving 
horses barefoot is all very well, but I know, and 
horsemen know, that it is impossible to do that 
here in New England. 
I am aware that a great 
many valuable horses’ hoofs are injured by too 
much liou aud unskilled smiths. 
If tile owners 
ot 
driving horses would 
have tips 
on 
Hie 
forward 
feet 
it would be much better for 
them and Hie horses, but the 
smith 
cannot 
have his way. Customers will say "my horse 
needs shoeing, ids frog comes to the ground aud 
lie begins to go lame.’’ 
What an absurd idea, 
when nature intended him to travel on the frog! 
If not, w iv was not tbe frog put on the top of Hie 
11oof. Nine-tenths of all driving horses have corns 
because of the iron thick heeled shoes to keep 
Hie frog from Hie ground. 
Why do men have 
corns on their feet? lf they took off their boots 
or shoes they would have none. Just the same 
with horses; shoe them with Ups, let them back to 
the quarters to protect the 
wall of the boof 
and they will have no corns. 
Thick heeled shoes 
ana toe weights ruin trotting horses by straining 
Hie back cord, springing the knee joints, etc. The 
horseshoer meets wnh obstacles in the shape of 
customers. 
They wlU take a chair, sit down in 
front of him, and if he does not cut the hoof to j 
suit them, they will say, "Cut a little more here,” 
when, perhaps, nature put it there to protect tho 
foot. • Owners of horses should goto a good shoer; 
let him do the work. You look on and learn.

Where do tho Crops C st Thsir Nitrogen? 
Nitrogen, a most essential constituent of all 
crops, is supplied iu fertilizers either in the form 
of partially decomposed vegetable and animal 
matters, or, as it is called by tbe agricultural 
chemists, nitrogen of organic matters, or else in 
the form of ammonia or of nitrates. 
In all of 
these cases the nitrogen exists only in chemical 
combination with other substances. 
Whenever 
Hie farmer buys nitrogen in manure, he pays for 
it at a much higher rate than for any other ingre­ 
dient of the manure. Some w*riters are at the 
present time maintaining very energetically that 
it is unprofitable to Invest money in tnis a ay. lor, 
the crops can get sufficient nitrogen from native 
sources, either Hie enormous stock of tree and 
uncombined nitrogen in the atmosphere, or from 
Hie very small but ever renewed stock of com­ 
bined nitrogen, as ammonia or nitrates, which is 
annually brought within reach from the same 
source. 
To such assertions it may be replied that 
there is 
not a particle of 
reliable experi­ 
mental 
evidence 
that 
any 
crop 
can 
live 
on the free nitrogen of the atmosphere, while, on 
Hie other hand, there Is evidence of the most re­ 
liable character that they cannot so live. 
Mote 
than this. there Is evidence likewise reliable, tor 
it Is largely furnished by Lawes and Gilbert, 
leading to the conclusion that all crops go to the 
soil for their nitrogen, to a very large extent, at 
least; since there is in every ai able acre many 
hundred pounds, ofteu many thousand, of com­ 
bined nitrogen in organic matter, the supply is 
adequate for a tim e; it is not in a good form for 
plant loud, aud crops therefore feed upon it with 
difficulty. 
Hut It Is In a constant state of cliange 
iuto good food. A most valuable contribution to 
the literature of tills subject, of such great prac­ 
tical importance to every farmer who owns lits 
land and wishes to keep it fertile rattier than to 
pursue any system that will end iii its exhaustion, 
w as given by Dr. Gilbert, who has from the be­ 
ginning been associated witn Mr. Lawes in his 
investigations, In a long paper read before the 
chemical section of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, last year at Mon­ 
treal, and recently printed by the authors. 
Some 
of Hie more striking results bearing on this mat­ 
ter will be of interest. 
The question was put In two ways. First, crops 
were grown year after year on the same soil, and 
the quantity of nitrogen gathered by each crop 
was estimated from careful measurement of each 
crop, ana chemical analysis of samples. 
Second, 
it was attempted by analysis ot Hie soils of these 
experimental Plots to determine whether thero 
was any loss of nitrogen over and above what was 
caused by drainage, ana which might, therefore, 
fairly be supposed to have been carried off iu the 
crops. 
As tor the answer obtained by the first 
method of putliug the Question, in all cases, no 
matter how well the crop was supplied with all the 
other food ingredients, both the crop itself and 
the quantity of nitrogen gathered by It always 
diminishes. 
Wheat grown on the same soil thirty- 
two years In succession without manure gathered 
25.2 pounds of littiogen per aero aud per annum 
iii tiieifirst eight years, 22.0 per annum iii the next 
twelve, aud lO.y per annum in the last twelve. 
When the wheat was manured with a mixed 
fertilizer containing everything needed except 
nitrogen, Hie nitrogen gathered fell oil from 27 
pounds per annum in tho first twelve years to 17.2 
pounds lor the last twelve years, aud very nearly 
the same figures were obtained with barley. With 
roots the difference was still more striking; the 
crop grows through a longer period, and tints can 
lake advantage of the more liberal supply of chilly* 
assim ilable nitrogen which is almost surely pro­ 
vided iii Hie soil by natural causes in late summer 
aud early autumn, 
if the crop depends hugely 
on soil nitrogen, then, as It bas a better chance to 
get it than Hie cereal crops have, it should gather 
more In the first of the period of the experiment, 
thus more rapidly reduce the soil stock, and in 
the later years gather Utile, lf any more than does 
the cercal, even will) the better cliaoce of the 
longer season ol growth. Just this result was ob­ 
tained : In Hie first eight years 42 pounds of nitro­ 
gen were gathered per acre and lair annum, but 
during the last ten years it was only 14.3 pounds. 
But it Is the leguminous cions, and especially 
clover and its near relations, that have the credit 
more particularly of gathering 
nitrogen from 
oilier sources aud leaving it in tho soil. Do they 
deserve this reputation? That they gather metre 
nitrogen than oilier crops is shown by these ex­ 
periments bv Lawes aud Gilbert. Beans In the 
first twelve years gathered an average of toriy- 
eight pounds of nitrogen per acre and annum, but 
hi the second twelve years only 14.6 pounds j>er 
an ii urn; or, ii the crop was belter ted than 
iii tho 
uumanured soli, with phosphates aud potash, it 
gathered 01.5 pounds of nitrogen per annum in 
the first tw elve years aud 2y.5 pounds in the 
second. 
A most striking illustration 01 the supe­ 
rior 
power of 
leguminous 
crops 
to gather 
nitrogen was furnished when, after growing six 
su cessive gram crops on one plot, the plot was 
divided aud oue-balf was continued in barley, 
while the other was put in clover; the barley crop 
gathered 37.3 pounds of nitrogen per acre,and the 
clover rn three cuttings hi the same season. 151 
pounds, aud the well-understood fitness of clover 
as a preparation for cereals was also as strikingly 
illustrated iii the following year when the whole 
j>iot was put lo barley again; that half or it which 
rue year before yielded a crop with 37.3 pounds 
of nitrogen, gave this year a crop with 3'J pounds, 
it being a little better barley year; but tho half 
which Hie previous year gave three cuttings of 
clover, with I S I pounds of nitrogen per acre, gave 
tins vear a crop ot Dailey with 00.4 pounds of 
nitrogen. 
There Is 
no 
question 
but that a 
leguminous crop before a cercal may leave me soil 
m an improved condition as to mtrog. nous food, 
so that the cereal eau gather more nitrogen than 
it could ii preceued by a cereal, and tilts too, not- 
withstanding the fact that Hie clover also carries 
off from the field such a large quantity; but this 
does not by any means prove that Hie clover draw s 
all or any largo share of this nitrogen from the 
atmosphere. 
forgath ering Its own nitrogen, whatever the 
source may be, the Bokhara clover (melllotus leu- 
canttms) Bu buro issei! my other plagiC tested; 
and Ult* special adherents of the theory th d clover 
makes a soli rich in nitrogen gathered rrbrii the 
air might well lake (his new crop for their special 
pet ami go wild over it. Un a plot which had pro­ 
duced crops, but received no nitrogenous manures 
for thirty years, the plant gathered in four y ears 
an average ot seventy pouuds of nitrogen per 
■acre, aud iii tl.e filth year io u pounds. 
How long 
lins win continue cannot yet be stated, for the 
experiment is only just begun. 
It is known, how­ 
ever, that when such a crop is cultivated it eau

forced to depend on native sources of supply, ana 
year by year it scoffs to find less and less of this 
much-needed element within its reach. 
I he con­ 
clusion indicated appears plain—that the crop is 
forced to draw upon the stock of soli nitrogen; 
tills gels smaller as crop alter crop removes each 
its litUe-portiou, each new croji finds increasing 
difficulty in feeding, and produces a smaller yield, 
Hie best it can do with the food it can get.—[Trib­ 
une.

The first tiling to be done when Hic eggs are 
batched 
under 
a 
lien 
is to 
preserve 
the 
chicks from being crushed or killed iii tho nest. 
It is not ut all uncommon for 40 or 50 percent. 
of the chicks to be lost in this way. Some heils 
are extrem ely clumsy, or so fussy as to trample 
the clucks to death before tile little weak things 
are aide to take care of them selves, or even before 
they are free from the sliell. 
It is quite possible 
to save 08 or OO lier cent, of ti e lei tile eggs by 
tH n c a small home-made Incubator, to nurse the 
chicks in as soon as the shells sire broken, or the 
clucks have emerged from them. 
Last year I 
tried this plan, aud lost but one chick out of 122. 
The present year I have the same apparatus iii 
use, and have lost so lar one cluck out of six 
broods 
that 
have 
been 
hatched—In 
all, 
sixty-five 
chicks. 
This 
incubator 
is 
sim ­ 
ply a box, lined witn balr felt, and covered 
with resin pa; er to retain the warmth, 
It is 
sixteen indies square and twelve inches deep, 
aud stands on cud, like a small closet. 
It is divid­ 
ed into two compartments by a shelf across the 
middle, upon which is a slnallow paper tray. I here 
Is a space oi half an inch behind the shelf and ti 
trout ot it, and a small glass window is fitted In 
the door so as to give a view of the upper part, It 
Is used us follows: 
A tin box, having a wire 
handle at each end and a screw opening, like that 
of an oil can, bv which it can be filled. Is made to 
fit the bottom compartment,, and holds about five 
or six quarts.

By always setting two

win take care of twenty or twenty-four chicks in 
a roomy coop. 
Tile clacks need only warmth to 
gel strong in a short time, and require uo feeding. 
Bin it is quite easy to feed their., as they take nat­ 
urally to tills common habit among animals, and 
will also drink lr water be given them after they 
have been in Hic incubator iwenty-lour hours. 
It 
is interesting to watch the development of a chick 
thus helped. A weak thing, seemingly dead with 
weakness and cold, will soon begiu lo peep faint­ 
ly, and then stretch its legs aud lilt lls head, 
and 
iii 
a few hours will lie as lively as 
any oilier. 
Warmth onty is needed, us the little 
aulmai is fully provided with food by the yolk 
oi tim egg enclosed 
within it, and widen is 
absorbed during the first twenty-four hours of 
its life. 
If, through being chilled, a chick is too 
weak to brcAk tile shell, alter 
having 
been 
thoroughly wanned the shell and membrane may 
be cut by means of a pair of flue scissors, so mat 
the chick will quickly kick Itself loose, which It 
does by vigorous action of Its lets. 
It is a curious 
instance of adaptation of simple 
methods to 
important uses that this very system of rearing 
chicks has been adopted in children’s hospitals to 
strengthening new-born infants. 
After its first 
warm bath, Hie Infant, having been clothed, is 
taken to au incubator, of a kind jirecisely similar 
to this, and put away to sleep over its first hours, 
and gain strength to begin its travels over the 
rough path of life, which it lias beea cast 
upon in 
ail unfortunate manlier. 
The usual 
losses of life in such an establishment are 
thus 
reduced 
to 
a 
remarkable 
degree. 
When the chicks are strong aud Hie hen lins 
completed her task, she aud they are removed to 
a coop, which iu cold weather is covered with a 
glass sash, and is set in a sheltered spot facing 
the south. 
The lien is given a nest of dry saw­ 
dust,with which the bottom ol the coop is covered 
an inch deep,and in Hie evening is removed to it,and 
the chicks are put underlier, 
lf the weather Is 
very cold and windy, the coop Is covered with a 
ruck, a piece of carpet, or some boards. 
Iii ti)is 
way chicks may be reared quite early. For still 
earlier broods I have a glass house, about eight 
by twelve lect, at the south and east end of the 
poultry house, to put the coops in. 
The feed for 
young chicks should be fine at first, 
f used 
corn 
meal and flue 
bran, 
mixed, in equal 
parts, 
moistened 
with 
hot 
water 
and 
given nearly dry. After a week, cracked corn aud 
coarse oatm eal arc given. 
Tho coops are set in 
the garden, or oil a grass plot, or w herever the 
chicks can have a run. 
A potato, or corn, or a 
melon patch, or where pease are plained, will 
serve as a i ud, aud the chicks do no liarin to Hie 
crops, but perform a useful service In ridding Hie 
garden of myriads of insects winch they pick up. 
When ten weeks oui, and afterwards, all the 
cockerels of the .Plymouth Bock and Light Brahma 
breeds are ready for sale as bruiters at good 
prices, and these will p .y an excellent profit on 
tho investm ent of capital and labor. 
But the In­ 
cubator, used as above, is Indispensable for full 
success.—[Henry Steval, iii Rural New Yorker. 


In th e Garden* 
Tbe tim e has arrived for planting most of the 
species of garden vegetables, and for planting 
again of some of the earlier kinds, for a succes­ 
sion. 
Pease are such an acceptable vegetable in 
most fam ilies that It is quite desirable to prolong 
their season as much as possible. 
They do not 
generally do very well after the weather comes 
very hot, still they ought to be had In pretty good 
condition until Hie last of July. 
A succession pf 
sweet corn ought to grow In every garden so as to 
be in condition lor use until cut by frost. 
For late 
use we are not aware that any other variety has 
bein discovered equal to Stowell’s Evergreen, 
both for productiveness and quality. 
We have 
never regarded green coni as especially whole­ 
some, yet, eaten iii moderate quant ty, ive think 
it is seldom productive of evil results. It eau be 
made into fritters and puddings that are quite 
relishable. There is little gained iii planting, early, 
those species of semi-tropical vegetables Hint re­ 
quire a high temperature for germination aud 
vegetation, for, although the temperature may rise 
at lim es high enough to cause germination and 
growth, that growth will be frequently checked by 
low temperature, which stunts the development oi 
tho vegetao.e and postpones the perlotf%| ma­ 
turity. 
Hence we have not favored eariy^W nttug 
of cucumbers, melons. Lima beans, eic., unless 
they could have the advantage of glass protection. 
A low boxes with a a single pane of glass, costing 
Put a small sum, may be used to forward cucum­ 
bers aud melons, which w ill admit of their being 
planted 
several 
days 
earlier 
than It would 
be 
advisable 
to 
plant wit I.out 
such protec­ 
tion.

table earlier than those planted the middle of

We have 
no idea that such a crop could be grown on an 
acre, because nil Hie favorable conditions could 
not, or would not, be canted out on so large nn 
area, but the experiment shows Hie possibilities 
of strawberry production. Currants are leafing, 
and soon the foliage devourers will be upon it. 
Hellebore, either in Hub form of a dry powder or 
mixed with waler, will destroy them, bill, they 
must be carefully watched ami promptly attended 
to, or your bustics will Le defoliated bel ne you are 
aware of it. The young canes of the raspberry 
grow rapidly, and lf you wish to keep those ut the 
black cap w ithin que bounds aud make a shapely, 
stocky head that will stand upright with,nit stak­ 
ing, you must pinch In Un? canes when under 
two 
feet high. 
Canes or tho red varieties 
may grow a little higher before pinching, but tt 
is belter to stop them when about two feet. 
Blackberries in the garden should 
be kept 
within bounds, for their thorns are cruel; they 
might be allowed lo grow up about four feet. and 
then stopped. They should be tied up lo a trellis 
of wire or narrow boards. Grapes should be tied, 
or tacked with leather, to their trellises soon', for 
when the young canes have started they arc very 
brittle and easy broken off. Close observation we 
would enjoin upon all having charge of a garden. 
Look over everything daily; look quick, and sharp 
for lusects or disease, for if sin h enem ies arc 
promptly met they are easily overthrown, but lf 
neglected for a few days, many species spread rap­ 
idly aud soon get beyoud control.—[Rural Ironic.

It is absolutely essential to success In onion cul­ 
ture that (lie ground should be rich. 
Almost any

thing like Illinois soil, naturally well drained 
gravelly subsoil, and one side, perhaps one-third 
of the piece, quite gravelly. 
It ts here that I raise 
my largest and hest onions. 
The piece contains

It has had about rurty 
] loads of well-rotted manure each year for Hie last 
I three years, it having been put on iii tile fall aud 
i ploughed hi, when possible to do so, immediately 
j aller the crop has been taken off. 
Iii addition to 
I this I have put about fifty

of

: leached wood ashes 
on 
each 
year, 
having 
spread 
it iii the 
surface 
aud 
harrowed it 
m just lefore seed sowing. 
I try to nave 
ti.e sowing done by April IO at Hie latest. 
The 
1 manner ot preparing the ground 14 as follows: 
j Plough as shallow us possible and cover Hie 
manure all up, say five or six inches. Harrow with 


I nu Acme harrow, as it draws the straw, etc., 


I down into the ground; any harrow with teeth 
slanting backwards is Hie best. After thoroughly 
I harrowing, go over it wlHi lump masher or level­ 
ler, which is a plank concern six feet square, put 
; together like Hie cupboards of a house. It effect- 
I ually pulverizes the surface, 
fills the horses’ 

Baking with 
I a baud rake is expensive, aud it cannot be done 


so perfectly that the seeds, when sown with a 
M athews drill, will not Le very unevenly covered. 
It ninv be necessary on some pieces to narrow and 
smooth several times. 
The grouud must be very 
fine, and Hie firmer the better, if it is not actually 
hard. 
I can fit my onion patch in oue day with a 
team. 
The variety I usually sow is the Yellow 
Globe Danvers. 
The next tiling Is the cultivation. 
As soon as 
the onions are large enough so that I can see Hie 
rows, I start the cultivator. I sow thirteen inch s 
apart; tho knife on the cultivator, wilted Is a two- 
wheeled one and works between or astride the 
rows, is eleven inches long.aud this cuts within an 
Inch of each row. T run the knife, which Is two 
Indies wide, just beneath the surface, and the 
ground is disturbed but very little; however, 
every weed which has sprouted is killed. Then I 
put on the little noes, similar to those on Kulil- 
mau’s cultivator, set them an tueh and a half 
apart, oue on each side of tbe row, and go through 
them again. 
Then we get down on our hands and 
knees, or rather elbows and knees,aud weed them. 
I employ 
mostly men, as boys are 
usually 
not thorough enough. 
About three cultlvat- 
Ings 
and 
two weeding* 
usually bring them 
through. 
We pull them either with a woodey 
rake of*with the hands; two mea will pull a halt- 
acre In a day, lf they are ripe. 
They should be 
allowed to lie three or tour days In Hie sun after 
pulling, or until Urey are thoroughly dried; if 
placed In barrels or in piles before becoming 
thoroughly dry, they sweat and spoil very rapidly. 
Tile cheapest way Is to tup them iii Hie field, and 
let Hmm lie again a (Jay or two before putting Into 
barrels or plies. This topping Job is the most ex­ 
pensive part of it; it costs us about five cents a 
bu-diel to get the tops cut off, whtoh should be 
done with a sharp knife, not with shears, as it 
detracts from the appearance of tile onions to 
have the top cut square off, close down, and they 
are also more liable to rot. 
Tile m arketing of the crop was not lneUUal In 
the subjects of tnis essay, or I would try anti toll 
how we pack them, etc. 
My first crop was about 
150 basileis on this same three-quarters of an 
acre; second crop, nearly 250 bushels: third, over 
300; aud this year we raised over 400 bushels of 
mere nam able onions, besides about tw enty bushels 
of the size H cinizel wants for pickles. 
The cause 
of the sm all olios was sowing a part of the jiatcn 
too thickly. I find two and one-hall pounds of good 
seed plenty for an acre, lf it is alt put in at an even 
dei Hi, say 
from 
one-third 
to 
one-half an 
inch; for lf sown too thickly they will never 
got putted out 
as they should be, 
and 
in­ 
jures those remaining to take part out. 
The tools 
used In working Hie onions should he so con­ 
structed as to draw the dirt from the plants rather 
than toward them, and in weeding It is well to be 
careful and not leave any move soil near them 
than enough to support them in an upright posi­ 
tion. 
As much of the weeding aud cultivation 
should be done be'ore they commence to form 
bulbs as possible, yet lf the weeds are there it 
pays to take them out atter they have commenced 
to bottom. 
Onions will not bear neglect and make 
a profitable crop. 
Bienly of manure, thorough 
fitting of the ground, good seed aud clean cultiva­ 
tion are the essentials to success in the cultivation 
of onions.—[V ick’s Monthly. 


W hat Shalt th e Farm er# Rais#? 
The low price of most kinds of grain during the 
past year, with the slight prospect of improve­ 
ment during the present, has had a somewhat 
depressing effect upon agricultural pursuits, and 
many farmers are considering the propriety of 
making a change of some kind, though In what 
direction they are puzzled to decide. 
It Is true 
that some kinds of agricultural products are still 
higher than they were years ago, and among these 
we may mention beef, pork, wool, mutton and 
butter. Of course we do not refer to “ war j/r.ces,” 
or even the prices demanded and obtained for sev­ 
eral years atter the clo^e of the war, and before 
our curr ncy had reached a solid m etallic basis ; 
but in years previous to 1860, when farmers had 
to depend upon horn# markets for fixing prices. 
Ever sluce the outbreak of the war of the rebellion 
the country has been In what ni..y be termed a 
feverish and unnatural condition; speculation Has 
been rife In all departments of business, and the 
farmer has had the benefit of It iii the enhanced 
price of everything he has produced. H e may 
have had to pay more for whatever lie pur­ 
chased. and 
the 
only question for him to 
answer now Is, Did he purchase more than 
he 
actually needed? 
We 
fear 
that 
many 
did, and they are now suffering from mortgaged 
farms in consequence. 
But the cry that conies up 
to our great cities from the rural districts is that 
prices lur farm products are so very low that it is 
almost impossible for Hie fanner to make a living, 
even by the "sweat of his brow” and by the great­ 
est econoiiR. 
But let us see whether it is the low 
prices or Something else that is troubling our 
people. 
We have only to look over the market, re­ 
ports of twenty-four or twenty-five years ago to 
learn just what farm products were worth before 
Hie jiertod of inflation commenced. 
In March, 
I860, we find that superfine extra Slate flour 
was selling at wholesale In this city at $5 to 
$5 35. and extra SoiiWierti at $7 25, or a little 
more than the best brands are selling for at 
tills time. 
Wheat, oats and corn w ire a few 
cents per bushel higher than at the present 
time. Fork, old and mess, sold per barrel at 
$17 2 5 to $17 50; 
uow it Is worth $16 to $10; 
beef, repacked and prime mess, $9 to $ 1 0 ; now it 
is worth $12 to $13; butter of the very best grades 
of State and W estern fetched lourteeu to fifteen 
cents per pound, now it is nut ty to Hilrty-five, 
even while completing with It great rival, oleo­ 
margarine: choice white beans were $1 to $1 15 a 
bushel, now they are quoted at $2 50 to#3. 
lf we 
take the entire list of farm products in 1800 and 
compare prices with those of today, we shall find 
that there is very little difference, and what little 
there Is favors too tarriers of Hie present tim e. 
The low price of grain, and its great abundance, 
are no doubt due iii part to the immense area de­ 
voted 
to 
it 
in 
the 
newer 
regions of the 
West, 
where 
land costs 
but little aud 
is 
not adapted 
to 
other 
kinds 
of crops, as. 
for instance, iii Hie great Bed Elver valley of tile 
Northwest. As long as Hic fertility of these lauds 
Indus out, aud they are devoted almost exclu­ 
sively to wheat aud oats, the Immense crop raised 
on them will no doubt have some effect on tho 
market in depressing prices; but tire area of such 
lands Is limited, ana their tenuity will soon be 
exhausted, as it has been ai all of the most favor­ 
able wheat-growing regions of tile country. U te 
great wheat fields have steadily moved westward 
for the past fifty years, and now* that tliev have 
readied both our W estern and Northern bounda­ 
ries, we may look for a check in wheat cultiva­ 
tion; it may p o l occur iu the next decade, brit It 
is certain to occur before the expiration of a 
second, unless something occurs to force up the 
price of this grain t. a point where Hie use of fer­ 
tilizers can Le lntroduce.tt with profit on the wheat 
lauds of tile Northwest as well as iii California. 
When Die son has been exhausted of Hie ele­ 
ments necessary to produce remunerative crops 
of wheat, it is usually stlU ferule enough to pro­ 
duce many oilier 
kinds of crops, 
especially 
those requiring more qui ti Vail un or stirring of 
the soil, as, for instance, corn, potatoes, beaus 
and various kinds of root crops, or it may be 
sueded down to grass and pasture, or.tlie grass be 
cu tler hay. 
Danving is a branch of agriculture 
especially adapted to either restoring or keeping 
up the fertility of the soil, and at the present 
time It appears to 
be fuilv as profitable as 
thut of grain growing in Hie most favorable 
regions ut the country. A farmer who has land 
on which grass win grow, or on which lie can 
raise corn, sorghum, m illet and root crops, is in 
a position to produce something always in good 
demand, and ;[t the same 
tim e lo keep up 
Hie fertility of every field on his farm. If ne la.ses 
gram, hay and robts, and feeds tncse to stock on 
ms farm, selling only bulter, milk aud cheese, his 
laud will become richer and more productive from 
year to year—Ina easing in vin ic inste ai o; de­ 
creasing, as is usually tho case with land devoted 
entirely to grain. Farmers, loo. should study their 
local markets, aud find out what is iii most de­ 
mand or likely to command remunerative prices. 
We have now so malty lorge cities and villages 
taut the farmer can often find a better market near 
nome than at a distance, awd he need care very 
little about Hie price of beef, mutton or any other 
farm product in Europe, as iou* as it can ne sold 
at 
a 
fair 
price 
at 
his 
own 
door. 
The 
fanners of 
the Northern States 
have been 
exhausting the fertility of their lands In rais­ 
ing wheat and 
Coni for European markets, 
while the planters of the South have been doing 
Hit* same iii raising cotton, yet we import millions 
of%dollars’ worth oi wool annually lo keep our nulls 
g dug, notwithstanding that it could he raised here 
with'more profit thmi either of the articles that we 
send abroad I ii exchange. 
W e not only import 
sud) law materia s as wool, but such simple ai d 
easily-raised articles as eggs aud cabbages, aud 
occasionally, a cargo of European-grown potatoes. 
We will not presume to advise farmers ae to what 
they had belier raise, but we can assure them that 
there will always be a good demand for a cholee 
article of butter and clieesc, also for meats of all 
kinds, and the older Hie country becomes and the 
more thickly settled, the higher the price of such 
kinds of food. Tilters the experience of tile peo­ 
ple In European countries, and it will no doubt be 
the same with us here la America— [The 8uu.

stituents in Its dry vegetable matter. 
The e x ist­ 
ence of sirtiiliar rent Hots between the particular 
condition of Hie soil mid Hie composition of the 
crops has been proved in regard to most of our 
prominent grasses and leguminous plants, us 
clover, as well as 
of 
mixed 
forage 
crops 
like 
hay. 
A 
Ugh 
percentage 
of nitrog­ 
enous 
constiLueiUs 
In 
these crops Is us ualiy 
ai companied by a high percentage of phosphoric 
acid compounds. As both are known to exert a 
decidedly beneficial influence on tbe absolute aud 
relative liutfltlfc value of a single article of I od­ 
der, it needs scarcely any argument to prove that 
an economic sylem of feeding farm stock ought to 
begin with an intelligent cultivation of our leading 
fodder crops. Fodder crops ought to De grown 
with ii view to propiote the special development of 
their most valuable nutritive constituents, and the 
crops for culttvatiou be selected with reference to 
the particular adaptation of soil, climate and 
location to favor the production of the best of its 
kind. 
The introduction of a greater variety of 
fodder crops cannot fall to assist materially la 
gaming the desirable cud. 
To raise good potatoes 


for family use. or good sugar 
beets for the 
sugar manufacturer, requires a different con­ 
dem n of the soil, as far as the character 
of lls Accumulated plant food is concerned, 
titan 
to m ise Loth crops of a superior quality 
forfending purposes. 
A mealy potato is usually 
riel) !n stock, aud, comparatively speaking, defi­ 
cient in nitrogenous matter; and sugar beets best 
adapted tor the manufacture of sugar are rich in 
angar, and contain a low percentage of nitroge­ 
nous constituents; they yield to the manufacturer 
the largest amount of sugar at the lowest expense. 
Tim garden farmer and the manufacturer of sugar 
Judge lh# quality of their respective crot>9 by a 
standard quite different from that of the farmer, 
who, engaged In general tanning, considers stock- 
feeUtng an important part of bls industry. 
To 
compound an economical aud suitable diet for 
any class of farm animals requires not only a gen­ 
eral knowledge of toe composition of fodder on 
hand, but also a fair acquaintance with Hie rela­ 
tive proportion of the three nutritive constituents 
they are apt to cont.un under different conditions 
of

Hie more prominent articles of fodder of duuotful 
merit iii the hands of the Tanner. 
The armill re­ 
port of Hie secretary of the M assachusetts State 
Board of Agriculture for 1882 contains a tabular 
statement of the composition of many fodder props, 
givlin; Hie extrem es (highest aud lowest Jit-reeut- 
Dges found) with reference to each group of the 
nutritive constituents. This modo or stating the 
composition of the various farm crops tends to 
direct the attention more decidedly towards the 
advantages arising nom a proper cultivation of

How To Us# Dynamite. 
Have a two-inch augur with a long stem, so as 
to bb able to bore a hole under the tree, say fcom 
two to five feet, as Hie Case may require.* Always 
get under Hie rap root if possible. 
Have a rod of 
wood similar to a ramrod, with a half circle at 
the lower end long enough lo lay a stick ot 
dynamite on, with a shoulder behind it that has a 
hole large enough for the fuse to pass through 
easily. 
Now, open a candle of the dynam ite 
and insert Hie fuse with a cap on 
it, 
fold 
Hie 
wrapping 
tight 
around 
the 
fuse ’$ M | 
tie_lt; then there will be no fear of the cap being 
displaced. 
Now, draw your fuse (which ‘ must bo 
long enough) through the hole in the shoulder of 
your charging stick until the cartridge lies in Hie 
haif-cjrcular barrel. Then shove it carefully down 
the hole (but lf tile tree is large It is best to put 
down a couple of pouuds first without fuse), then 
pour sand iii to nil the hole. 
In firing the iuse I 
like paper soaked iii saltpetre water the best; it 
must be cut hi strips halt an inch broad and six 
inches long. 
Double oue end up and tie it on ti.e 
end of the fuse, so as to touch Hie powder. 
TAU; 
match burns slowly and gives one time to get out 
of the way, which, however, is not so necessary in 
blowing up trees us in blasting stumps or jtopk.. Xj 
have placed several pounds of dynamite tUjmcfl,, 
an elm tree fifteen inches In diameter, pit ups 
explosion of

lilied uo and quarried as if an earthquake had 
taken place. 
All the roots for thirty teet from 
Hie stein were wrenched loose.

I would advise no mau lo undertake to 
handle dynamite without first seeing some ex­

While mere Is not the 
danger anuut lire, as with ordinary powder, there 
is great danger from a jar or the slightest detona­ 
tion. 
No man who is not strictly sober and steady 
iu hand, and lias not a clear conscience, should 
bandie this article, tor, when it goes off near one, 
tie enters the next world quickly.—[The Sun. 


R o o ts for the Dairy. 
Recently the writer visited a large dairy which 
was dally giving hundreds of pounds of very rich 
milk. 
Tbe ration fed was clover hay, a small 
feed of grain aud about half a bushel of suggr 
beets per day. 
The point raised is why this par­ 
ticular herd of cows, mostly due to calve in Marc h, 
should, within City days of calving time, give each 
more than eighty pounds of milk per week. 
Tho 
dairyman could not explain the fact, but tills he 
knew, that clover Day and beets not only made 
the cows give good yields of milk, but it also 
caused them to give milk ten months instead of 
six or seven, as when fed on hay and grain. 
The 
beets, we think, are not rich iii nitrogen, but they 
clo com ate aa abundant supply of natural juices. 
Clover hay is very rich iii nitrogen, und if oat 
shorts 
are 
also 
fed, 
all 
Hie 
better. 
Tins 
brings 
up 
the 
inquiry, 
Do 
Hie 
juices 
oT 
roots—aud 
ensilage, 
for 
that 
matter—possess a food value, although rated by 
chem ists as water? 
The discrepancy between 
what should be the proportionate value of green 
grass and Hie same grass Iii the form of hay, eau 
but raise the Inquiry, Why the superior feeding 
value of green and naturally succulent loud? Does 
tlilsexplaih why Hie owner oi Hie dairy iii ques­ 
tion was so successful in extending Hie season? 
'Hie feeding value of the Oeet, as rated by Hie 
chemist, is small, estim ated by what he can find 
in it, aud Hie fraction found would not account 
for the increase iii production unless the water 
reported he given a food value when combined 
with the acids, alkanes, etc., of the stomach of 
the cow. 
This is an interesting point, aud one in 
which we wisli every dairyman would interest 
himself and find out for himself. 
Who will be Hie 
first to raise an acre or two of sugar beets next 
season, aud try their feeding value as compared 
with dry foods? 


S a ltin g S h eep , 
A groat deal has lately been said concerning 
salting sheep—how often it should be done and 
Hie quantities requned. Authorities 
all agree 
that salt is indispensable to the health of sheep, 
and that if they ii ve free access to it at all Hines 
they will never eat too much of it. 
In Texas very 
seldom does it happen that sheep get a sufficiency. 
Owners ol a thousand sheep buy a few barrels a 
year anti give it when they think of lf, because 
Hie shoep like it. The amount necessary to tho 
good health of sheep is seldom taken Into consid­ 
eration. 
It will result in benefit to flockmasier if 
more attention is given to this Important subject. 
If they will salt more often, see that the sheep get 
clean salt and see if they have enough 
of ti. 
They will filmily be surprised to see how much 
sheep 
will 
eat, 
how 
aud 
heartily 
they 
will feed afterward; how much more readily 
they go to water, how strong they will become. 
how bright they will appair generally . 
What I 
may be said, Is salt a cure for all diseases? No.it is 
not, hut is a certain prevention for some. 
It is an 
appetizer, and of a kind it is foeti. 
W ithout It 
s.ieep may live, with au insufficiency, they may 
rn!) along, but with abundance they will eat 
heartily of the grasses and bay, that without It, 
lack taste and is neglected. Did you ever put up 
hay aud salt it and notice how quickly it was 
consumed, how well stock did thrive it on? 
lf 
you did and have had a stock of moulded, un­ 
salted hay to waste on your hands, von will appre­ 
ciate the difference. One is health-giving, stis‘ 
tabling, sweet to the taste; the other a substituto- 
u filling, barely serving the purpose of feCdo 
. od jluai

, 
American farmers are apt to underrate the beet 
sugar business, since it has not yet become tv pop-' 
ular branch of business in this country. 
Iii 1882 
the beet-root production of Europe was 33,000,* 
OOO tons, yielding 1,811,000 tons of beet sugar. 
Of this total Germany produced 600,000 tons of 
beet sugar, Austria 460,000, France 300,000* 
Russia 240,000, aud Holland 115,000 toils. 
It 
takes about fourteen tons of roots in Europe gen­ 
erally per ton of beet sugar, the average of «ac- 
cbiirine matter being 7 per cent, as compared Jf'tj/), 
4 per cent, twenty years ago. 
lit sowing sheds in the garden it is well to re­ 
member that though tile soli should be deep and 
iiuely pulverized, y et a loose condition Is unfavor­ 
able to good growth. 
A lter the seeds are sown a 
heavy rolling would be a great advantage 
in the cultivation oi garden dtujis Use hoe and 
rake should be Kept busy. Weeds sOould be taken 
iii hand before they are barely out of the seed-k af. 
aud one-half Hie labor of vegetable gardening will 
be avoided. 
Hoeing or earthing up of most gar­ 
den crops is of immense advantage iu nearly evtiy 
case. One would suppose that in our hot climate 
liUt culture would be much more beneficial; but a 
fair trial, say on every oilier row of A*b#U of cab­ 
bages, will show a great difference In favor of the 
eai tlitcMip plants. 
dr. 
Ten years ago neither India, Australia nor the 
Argentine republic had sent a cargo of wheat to 
Europe.

This wduld make the value

not the ton of air-dry muck been u?ed as aa ali­ 
so. bent. 
In regard to the preparation of the soil for a 
crop of corn: "The manure is hauled dally from 
Hie stables, and, if possible, spread on the field 
from the wagon, as this secures ail even distribu­ 
tion. If Hilt, cannot be done, It Is piled in heaps 
and spread as even as jwssible iu early spring. 
'I lie ploughing Is thorough, but not too deep, lest 
the manure is buried out of reach of the roots of 
the growing crop. After ploughing, tile surface 
Is well harrowed aud pulverized, 
lf from auy 
cause the soli is lumpy, I go over it with a large 
two-horse roller* aud crush the lumps, aud then 


harrow* and pulverize. Should the grouud peconie 
hard under the pressure of the miler, I take a 
diee harrow and lighten It up, and then subject it 
to the process ot harrowing until It Is thoroughly 
pulverized. 
It is easier aud pleasanter to subdue 
the soil before planting than after Hie crop is grow­ 
ing, aud J recognize the fact that Hie groundwork 
o f an abundant harvest consists in a thorough 
preparation of the soil.” 
W hen land is not iii sod there Is no apparent 
necessity for turning It upside down to enable it 
to produce a crop. Pulverizing the surface to the 
depth of three 
or 
four inches is a1! that is 
is needed. This can ofteu be none better w ithout 
ploughing than with. 
Iii the spring, where the 
field has 
been 
naked 
through 
the 
winter, 
un re Is 
a 
line rich 
soil that has been pul­ 
verized by frost on the surface. 
Ploughing only 
turns this to the bottom of the furrow*. 
By Hie 
use of cultivators and pulverizers a large area may 
be prepared in short lim e, and crop got in so much 
earlier than would be the case if ploughing and 
pulverizing had to be done. 
A fine dressing of pulverized muck or of wood 
ashes applied In spring win benefit orchards.Wood 
pile? scrapings are also good, 
lf you have none of 
these use commercial manures, but fertilize them 
iii some way. Barnyard manure is preferable for 
autumn use. 
No matter how recently corn or cotton has been 
worked, Hie plough should be rapidly run over 
before a crust forms after our spring rains. 
Every fanner who undertakes to raise squashes 
must exercise considerable ingenuity as well as 
patience, in order to protect them from their in­ 
satiable em my, tbe squash-bug. A M assachusetts 
farmer found tile following plan successful tile 
first season : "Spread tho main part of the manure 
upon the land ami plough tinder, putting one 
shovelful of finely composted manure in the hill, 
with a handful of salt thoroughly mixed with it. 
lf the maggot should appear, pour water mixed 
with paris green about Hie roots of tbe plants.” 
He only found it necessary to make two applica­ 
tions of Fai ls green, wliii Ii, being applied before 
the plants bloomed, oouid do no harm. 
No kind of manure is so liable to injury from 
fire fanning, as it is called, as lids. Whore horses 
are stabled aud tbeir excrement thrown out in 
heaps, it rapidly heats, aud much of Us most val­ 
uable urojierUes are lost. 
Alter very slight heat­ 
ing it should be drawn aud spread on Ute land. 
In most cases overfeeding of fowls causes them 
to become too fat, which not only prevents the 
hens from laying, but breeds disease. Especially 
is nils Hie case when they are coufiued and have 
no exercise. 
It may bo mentioned that for per- 
s ms who live in tbe city and keep a ’few fowls, 
Hie small breeds are best, as they do not fatten as 
readily as tho large kinds. 
Leghorns and Ham­ 
burgs, both small breeds, are not only beautiful 
iii plumage, but are non-setters and fine layers. 
Good care with plenty of room to exercise is 
better tor poultry than dosing with medicines. 
But laying is an exhaustive process, aud some 
stimulant may be needed to pm bens in condition 
for further s rvice. One of Hie Lest tonics is 
known as the "Douglass Mixture,” from the name 
of an English poulterer who used it with great 
success long before his neighbors discovered the 
secret, 
it is composed of s ulphate of iron eight 
ounces, sulphuric acid onc-hatf hula ounce, with 
one gallon of water. 
The iron in copperas has 
the effect to make Hie combs red. 
Sulphuric acid 
is alone a most fiery substance, and will burn or 
eat into anything except sumo or lead,but it forms 
a part of all condition powders prepared tor do­ 
mestic animals. 
Great care should be taken to prevent chickens 
from becoming lousy; but there Is but little d a n g e r 
of lins, if, when Hie nest Is made, a little sulphur 
be sprinkled iii the nest bef ne Hie hen is set, and 
the hen be constantly furnished with dry wood 
ashes to dust herself in as long as she is permitted 
to go with Hie chicks. 
“Sculy-leg” in poultry Is a disease caused by a 
gathering of infinitesimal parasites, which come 
imperceptibly at first, m ille crevices between Hie 
edges Oi the leg scales, and which increase rapid­ 
ly, piling up on them selves, feinting apparently 
grayish-white warts or rough bunches—miihuiis of 
them. 
An Illinois correspondent writes: “ Last sum­ 
mer I was induced to try packing down eggs lor 
winier use. 
I had iii seasons previous limed 
th e e , b o ta limed egg is not altogether to my 
taste. 
Last summer I took sw eei, clean kegs, set 
them iii a cool,dry place,with a barrel of powdered 
aired earth m ar at hiufd. 
In the kegs I placed 
a layer of lids earth, then a layer of eggs, small 
end down, theu a layer of earth,aud so on until the 
kegs are lilied. 
These kegs were quite good six 
months alter packing down. 
Bv placing the eggs 
small end down the yolk is prevented lroni drop­ 
ping clown on the end and settling on the shell, 
while the drv, Hue earth keeps them from Hie arr. 
I suppose that ashes or bran, orally oilier flue, db y 
substance Isas good as tbe baked earth, Liu I 
write only of what I have actually experimented 
with. 
Poultry should not be allowed to run on Hie 
same plots of ground year after year, without 
proper precautions for renewing, refreshing or 
disinfecting. 
It is a mistake to neglect these 
things, and to allow the acctimlalion of dropping* 
for weeks and months without removal. 
Poultry- 
keepiug without pubis taking is profitless. 
Other crops than wheat eau bi successfully and 
profitably grown in most sections of the coun­ 
try. 
An exchange m akes the tim ely remark that 
of one matter >\e may rest assured, if wheat grow­ 
ing is overdone, if itpr wheat must be sold at 
eighty cents lier bushel in Chicago, the genius of 
tho American farmer may be depended upon for 
raising some crop that will pay. 
Sorghum, beet 
sugar, flax and other staples will attract Hie at­ 
tention of many agiiculturists who cannot find 
remunerative business in producing and soiling 
wiieat at fifty to sixty cent* ppr bushel at their 
farms, or at eigluy cents hi CJdtago. 
There are very few good farmers that cannot 
make experiments of some kind during the com­ 
ing season which wbi be of benefit to them selves 
aud to their brethren. Tfifeywitay be upon a s all 
scale, yet, lf faithfully carried oh ana the results 
reported, tho tim e expended Jp it will not be 
wasted. 
Broom corn Is sown in hills or drills, as may be 
desired, but m ostly in drills. 
Three stalks to a 
hill are the rigid number. 
The rows should be 
about four feet apart, and when in drills the stalks 
are aqput ti foot apart. 
The seed should not he 
covered 
quito so deep as Inn bm corn. 
The 
ground cannot be kept too clear of w*eeds. 
Iii all 
respects the cultivation is about Hie Bailie us Indian 
corn. 
I ii many localities broom coru is extensive­ 
ly grown, and is a profitable crop. 
A good crop of pease will afford from forty to 
six ty bushels to the acre, and a bushel of them 
will go further in making growth than a bushel of 
coni, because | ease, being nitrogenous, supply all 
the wants ot tile system , aud make a healthful 
and firm flesh, whereas corn gees more to fat, 
which is not so good for food, and makes softer 
pork, w ith more waste iii the cooking, 
fie sows 
block-eyed marrowims. with Hie ground in flood 
condition, broadcast or witn a drill, using two to 
two aftd a ii df bushels per acre. His tithe is in 
the old of lilt moon in May. 
A great deal Is said of "the free grazing dls- 
triots” of the West aud Hie cheapness with which 
cattle eau be reared upon ti.em. 
But why should 
there he any tree grazing districts any inure than 
free wheat-growing districts? lf a person were 
to fence iii loo,OOO seres of land in Dakota, put 
it Iii wheat, and then boast of his free wheat- 
growing opportunities, something would lie done 
about ii. Farmers w h o s o grazing lands cost $50 
or $100 an acre, are forced to compete with gr z- 
icrs who use the public lands free, and yet Hie 
fanners have ail interest, as citizens, iii those 
lauds that are monopolized, in many cases, by for­ 
eigners who are not even taxed, because the lauds 
they occupy are not yet organized lino counties. 
It is not a “fair shake,” aud th ose who buy their 
hinds and pay taxes on them are injured by the 
competition. 
A great deal of attention lins been 
given by Congress to the whiskey distillers, but 
the great agricultural aud stock interests of th a 
com m y are left to take care of them selves a " 
tiiey best eau. 
The continued scarcity of choice gra^e milch 
cows in this market should Induce our ^?w* Eng­ 
land farmers to give increased attention to breed­ 
ing and raising cow s for sale, as well as for their 
i own dairy farms. 
It Is far more remunerative to 
produce something that buyers are seeking to 
I purchase than to ride one’s own hobby aud pro­ 
duce that which fancy dictates or convenience 
suggests. 
if it is desired to fatten an animal rapidly, sweet 
foods, such as m olasses, are Hie most effectual. 
This may be easily understood from principle. 
Most of the carbonaceous matter of foods exists 
in the form of starch, which, being Insoluble, must 
be changed im<> its solui ie form, sugar, before It 
can be assim ilated; so that if sugar or m olars-a 
be given, the assim ilating is more rapid. 
How­ 
ever, it must bo fed with foods rich in nitrogen, 
such as oilcake, so that muscle will be formed at 
the same lime as fat. 
Bur ibis system ol feeding 
is destructive to tbe breeding principle of both 
male aud female animals. 
At a meeting of Hie Northwestern Dairymen’s 
Association, a statem ent was nude In effect that 
oue-tbird of the cows were milked at a loss, oue- 
tbird at neither a profit nor a loss, and the other 
third had nuloulj lo make up for Hie losses of 
Hie former, but to determine tin? profits of tho 
whole dairy industry. 
These facts, though per­ 
haps not absolutely correctt have great force, and 
may also be apiilted to tile cows o f tbe Dominion. 
This defect may be attributed partly to bad stock 
and partly to a bad system of feeding aud manage­ 
ment. 
Tile argument that labor costs nothing 
and feed costs very little, is too absurd for consid­ 
eration. 
All the profits lie in extra labor, food 
and management. 
There is no economy in stinting tbe food of 
cows. 
In fact they should be encouraged to eat 
alt they can digest, and this Is best done bv giving 
Diem as great variety as possible. 
When' turned 
out to grass, dry food will not generally Le eaten, 
bul bran aud corn meal wet with water wi,l make 
milk richer as well as greater in quautitv. 
lf you have good milch cows, bv no means part 
with iheliMieller calves, 
ll Is cheaper and less 
risky to raise good lunkers than topurchr.se them. 
Tile period of m ilk in g may be classed iii three 
parts. 
For the first six to seven weeks alter 
calving the largest quantity of milk jier day is 
produced. 
After this the yield falls off prettv 
considerably, hut then remains at Hie same figure 
for two or three months, when a steady decline 
sets in until the cow* Is perfectly dry. 
By careful 
feedtng the best parts of the milking periods may 
be prolonged, and this ought to be the aim of all 
milk producers. 
Farmers do not consider the profit there is in 
rearing horses for sale; a 1200-pouud horse will 
sell in the market for $250, or about 20 cents a 
boulter, live weight, At three years a horse is 
earning his feed aud paying buck for lits previous 
cost. At live years his work has left him out of 
debt, and if sold for $250, tills is clear profit. 
Compared with a tbree-year-old steer weighing 
1200 pounds, and sellin g'for six cents per pound, 
live weight, the horse shows an 
exceedingly 
greater prolit. 
Maine farmers always had a repu­ 
tation for shrewdness, and when the agricultural 
reports fn m that state show a la r g e increase in 
Hie business of rearing horses fur sale rn Hie 
Boston market it shows the reputation Is not got 
wudeservcdU.

W ill it Ev«r O c c u r? —Th# Wonderful Er* 
parience of On# W ho Ha# Solved the 
Bread Problem.

An American famine would cause tbe greatest di* 
aster, aud there are many who believe it will eventu­ 
ally occur.

“ Jersey s,” as the p retty w aists are called, are 
worn more th an ever this season, and a glance 
through our shops shows th a t they have departed 
a good deal from tile original plan in m atters of 
detail, ornam entation aud m anner of shaping. 
But the fundam ental idea, of a glove-fitting gar­ 
ment th a t is at the sam e tim e the m ost delig h t­ 
fully 
easy 
and 
com fortable 
affair 
know n 
to 
the 
fem inine 
w ardrobe, 
has not beeu 
lost, 
aDd 
it 
is 
this * 
th a t 
m akes 
the Jersey so universally popular. F or lawn tennis 
It is simply unparalleled, since it aitow s such free­ 
dom of motion to tile arm . 
Indeed, a Jersey 
w aist com bined w ith the short sk irts and scarf 
drapery so commonly worn in Hie tennis court, is 
pretty nearly the ideal costum e for the younger 
portions of fem ininity. ‘ Then the accom m odating 
m anner w ith which it lends Itself to tho rem odel­ 
ing of nu old suit by replacing a worn-out basque 
Is enough to endear it to any wom an’s heart. 
The jersey Cts better than ever, being m ade of 
elastic jeisey w ebbing, and lilted to the figure 
w ith darts, side and hack seam s. 
Tile hack is 
Invariably a postilion and more or less trim m ed 
w ith ribbons, loops of ribbon velvet, or plaitings 
of silk or satin. They have, also, the lull hlgli** 
shouldered sleeves so populi* ou dress basques a t 
present. 
The new est styles have a w aistcoat or vest In­ 
serted under the tro u t cf the jack et, which is cut 
aw ay to show it. 
W hite is m uch used for this 
vest, w ith ail colors of Jackets, but cardinal, pale 
gray, cham ois, erran t and mushroom shades are 
also seen. 
They are often crossed w ith passe­ 
m enterie frogs and edged with wide braid or rows 
of narrow soutache, 
a clever idea is to have little 
flat leaden weights, covered with silk and fastened 
In the front com ers of the jack et to keep it from 
••crawling up.” 
a. 
A g t eat novelty Is the jersey composed entirely 
of passem enterie. Tim sm all, open-w ork design 
in fine braid and beads shows to excellent advan­ 
tage over a black or colored silk lining waist, 
though Hie w eight Is rath er of an objection. These 
waists are very popular in B aris, but uoue of our 
tourers dared to order them with the exception of 


one New York and one Boston firm. T he price 
which ranges from $4.*, to $75. wdl probably pre­ 
vent their ever becom ing "too disgustingly com­ 
mon’’ here, but the im porters have sold allf they 
could get. 
Borne silk jerseys are woven in ribs, with open 
lines betw een, like silk stockings. 
They come In 
dark blue or red shade*, aud are only partly m ade, 
as they are to be finished w ith a vest of velvet th a t 
shapes them properly. 
T his vest is crossed or 
striped w ith mixed gilt and Bilk braid, the silk 
m atching the Jersey in color. 
W ith these silk 
surah skirts of the sam e color are worn, and thus 
th e whole costum e Is rem arkably light. 
Black silk, fleece-lined jerseys, ornam ented w ith 
designs in jet beads, cost Ironi $20 to $28. O thers 
a t the sam e price have designs in the beautiful 
floss passem enterie, either Jelled or unjetted. 
A 
perfectly plain black silk-knit Jersey fit9 like a 
glove from its elasticity, but is an exceedingly 
“ trying” arrangem ent for m ost people. 
For $16 there Is a fine Mack cashm ere, seam ed 
to Ut Hie figure, aud with liny designs of flowers, 
etc., scattered all over the surface. 
Also black 
and colored w aists covered w ith toe sam e sort of 
designs in s;!k. 
B unning from $3 to $12 are Jerseys decorated 
w ith designs Iii gilt aud bronze beads, these being 
put on generally iii a border arouud the sk irt up 
Hie fronts. 
The. beautiful chenille passem enterie In colors 
and beaded m akes a lovely decoration for a jer­ 
sey and costs only $10. 
A ud for the sam e price 
are those etui laddered in shaded beads, blending 
with the color of the w aist, aud tile mill tiny look­ 
ing arrangem ents in gold 
soutache braid aud 
gilt buttons. 
But $3 will buy one of Hie oddest 
and p rettiest of them all - a jersey in some d ark 
rich color, with au em broidered border in odd 
cashm ere designs aud colors. 
, A novelty for m ountain, seaside and travelling 
suits is iii ’Hie form of a fine elastic F rench web­ 
bing, or Jersey cloth, woven coutlnuouisv in round, 
seam less breadths about tw o and a half yards 
wide, with which to m ake sk irts w ithout a seam . 
The skirts m ade of tills circular woven w ebbing 
are made w ith a deep hem or facing and several 
narrow er tucks, all handsom ely ta Hor-stitched. 
A nip-yoke and band are attached lo this, the 
m ain fullness of the sk irt being throw n in the 
back. A box-plaited w aist of w ebbing and a scarf 
of hip drapery or a jersey jack et, w ith or w ithout 
a w aistcoat, finished this sim ple, convenient and 
becoming fatigue or Ult tty costum e. 
This F rench 
webbing com es Iii seal brown, navy blue and 
M ack, 
it is far nicer for sum m er w ear lu au the 
English Jersey cloth. Oil the sm ooth breasts of 
these garm ents It is still the fashion to w ear a 
bouquet.

T he a rt of ham m ering ornam ental designs on 
m etal has been practiced m any hundreds of years 
in alm ost all parts of Hie world by persons In 
every state of civilization, from the highest to the 
low est degree, who have executed tho work with 
m ore or less a rt, according to th eir Intelligence 
aud education. 
A lm ost every a rt collection will 
show proof of this. 
Tho work is agreeable and 
fascinating and readily acquired. A ny one who 
can draw or trace a design can, w ith care and 
th o u g h t, aloed by som e little practice, produce 
creditable work. 
T he m aterials generally used 
are brass, copper, zinc, silver, or any m alleable 
m etal, ana the punches and ham m er necessary 
to bring out Hie design. 
These are to be fouml In 
any a rt or hardw are store, aud can he obtained a t 
sm all cost. 
T he labor required is light and pleas­ 
ant, aud far less tiresom e titan Hie ordinary fancy­ 
w ork done by ladies. 
It is specially adapted to 
women on account of the delicacy required in the ' 
details of Hic art. 
F o r the learner it Is advisable to use thin m etal 
in the early stages of the work. on account of Us 
being best adapted to teach Hie effect of ham m er­ 
ing and the use or the tools, and generally to give 
useful know ledge to Hie w orker. Iii th e beginning, 
b rass of about tw enty-eight gauge is the best on 
which ta lc u m the rudim ents of the work. 
A fter 
some pradtlee iii m aking straig h t and curved lines 
has given the w orker m ore confidence, thicker 
brass, say of tw enty-four or twenty-five gauge, eau 
be used; iii fact, for all general purposes, ti;is 
thickness Is recom m ended. Of course It m ust fie 
understood th at the skilful w orker can produce 
designs on any thickness of m etal. 
The thicker 
tile m etal the slow er the progress of the work. I ii 
Hie outset let the beginner first obtain a dry and 
level 
smooth 
board of pine or m aple about 
an 
fuel) th ic k ; 
on 
tills 
firmly 
secure the 
m etal 
by wooden buttons. 
These are easily 
m ade 
by taking a piece 
of 
any 
Kind 
of 
wood three or tour inches long, one Inch wide, 
and half an inch thick, and boring a hole iii Hie 
centre for a screw. 
J ho advantage of using these 
wooden buttons in preference to n illin g down the 
m etal to Hie board Is Hie play th at is given for the 
expansion of Hie m etal th a t is caused by ham m er­ 
ing; when Hie sheet of m etal Is nailed to Hie 
board, there is no allow ance m ade for this, and 
th e result. Is the buckling and bending of tho 
sheet, causing annoyance, and very frequently 
spoiling a pattern of m any hours’ w ork. Caro 
should be taken from the beginning to ham m er 
evenly, and keen Hie w ork as smooth tis possible. 
It m ay be as well to say th a t In fastening the brass 
to Hie board, pains should be taken to secure it 
Just ttglit enough to keep It In place; lf too tight, 
uo chance will be given to expand. For ordinary 
w ork on sheet m etal the design can be brought 
o ut lu sufficient relief by ham m ering from the 
frynt. hut iu cases w here it is desirable to bring 
out pon to n s of the design iii higher relief, it be- 
cb tries necessary to work from the back. 
In tills 
c a s e a b e d o t cem ent m ust be m ade on the front 
of Hie design. 
The way to accom plish tills is to 
b reak the cem ent (ordinary Jew ellers’ cem ent 
answ ers the purpose) into small pieces, put on Hie 
sheet, aud warm until the cement, is evenly dis­ 
tributed over the entire surface. 
A fter the w ork 
from Hie back Is finished, the cem ent eau be re­ 
moved by cooling aud tapplug gently w ith a ham ­ 
mer. 
T he m etal sheet being fastened to the board, the 
design can be draw n on the sheet In freehand, or 
transferred by tracing from another draw ing. 
At 
Hie beginning only very sim ple designs should be 
attem pted, as anything elaborate will result In 
failure and disappointm ent. 
T he only w ay to 
succeed iii this, as In any other w ork, is to begin 
at the beginning aud become fam iliar w ith the 
details of tile art iii its various stages. 
Practice 
aud care will soon enable the w orker to produce 
designs of value and m erit. A fter tile design lias 
been put on Hie sheet you are ready for work. 
Begin by outlining the design w ith punches, m ak­ 
ing lines of this d escrip tio n — 
or .... 
G reat 
care should be taken to have lliese lines very 
even and regular. 
Uneven, jagged lines blotch 
and spoil the w ork, and are m ost difficult to cor­ 
rect. 
When the outlining has been done, proceed 
to punch Hie m etal surrounding the pattern a w a / 
from Hie design, if not desired iii very high relief; 
if a bolder relief is desired, punch tow ard ifle 
design, com m encing, say. one or tw o indies from 
it. 
M any professional w orkers bring out very 
high relief In lids way, aud for ordinary w ork 
seldom Aud it necessary to w ork from Hie hack. 
T he tools for producing various backgrounds are 
num erous, but for general work Hic set sold by 
a rt dealers will am m er every purpose, 
lf special 
tools are required, they can easily be made bv any 
one possessing a sm all degree of m echanical skill 
w ith a ham m er, file, aud small rod of steel or iron, 
The steel bars eau be fouud iii any hardw are 
store, and lf steel can not bo obtained, Iron, lf 
tem pered very hard, will give good results ; iii fact, 
will answ er precisely as well as loug as Hie tools 
hold their shape and thin m etals are used. Ut 
course steel is to be desired on account of Its 
ability to stand loug and co n stan t use ou auy 
thickness of m etal. 
iii the later stages of the w ork, when more 
finished results, aud consequently difllcult designs 
are desired, ll becom es necessary to anneal the 
m etal. 
W hen brass is used, the m etal Is lieated 
until red, and then allowed to cool very gradually. 
A fter the design has been worked up, Hie ham ­ 
m ering will probably have caused the brass again 
to become hard. 
If this is not Hie case, the m etal 
m ust again lie lieated and cooled quickly by 
plunging in cold w ater or oil. 
Iu hardening brass 
it is not necessary to bring it to so great a lieut as 
iii softening; but otherw ise the process is sim ilar. 
Bring Hie m etal to a red heat and then cool quickly 
bv a plunge iii cold w ater. It is alw ays preierable 
to have Hie finished piece of work tem pered hard 
in order to preserve its original shape. 
A soft- 
lem pered m etal would by handling run the risk of 
being bent. 
Brofessional w orkers employ a block of wood 
covered with two or three Inches of pitch, on 
which Hie brass is fastened by w arm ing Hie p itch; 
it then becomes soft enough to cause the m etal to 
adhere. A fter the design is finished tho pitch is 
again w arm ed, when Hie m etal eau easily be re­ 
moved. 
Before placing the m etal on the pitch Iii 
the first place It should receive a light coat of oil. 
But this article has reference more particularly to 
the early stages of Hie work, and the directions 
previously given will enable m any to profitably 
employ them selves iii doing useful w ork, 
th e re 
is no lim it to the articles th a t can be produced; 
hut for plaques, panels for doors and cabinets, 
faces for hi eplaccs, screens, sconces, candlesticks, 
brooniholders and a thousand and more other 
tilings th at could be m entioned, this w ork is par­ 
ticularly adapted,

Horn* Adornment. 
Ribbon-decked bam boo fram es are pretty and 
useful contrivances for holding the cu rren t lite r­ 
a tu re of the day. bur every wom an know s th at 
every m an, through some Inborb perversity pecul­ 
iar to his kind, is alw ays liable to dem and the im­ 
m ediate production of some especial new spaper 
of a date more or less rem ote. A happy relief for 
a housekeeper who does not love to have three 
hundred 
aud 
sixty-five 
new spapers upon her 
sitting-room table sim ultaneously, is a box to 
stand under desk or table, or, not Inappropriately, 
in a corner by itself. 
T ake a soap b o x - it would 
be hard to find a paper upon hom e-m ade furnish­ 
ing th a t does not Introduce the inevitable soap 
box—nail the top on closely so th a t it is a com­ 
plete box, and have It sawed iii two, .diagonally 
(let an expert handle the saw ,or m utilation to box 
or saw yer may be Hie result). 
Line both sections 
w ith thick, pink, satin paper aud cover the outside 
w ith dark tell, putting a row of fu rn itu re gimp 
w iiii brass-headed nails ail around the sawed 
edge. Bul Hie two parts 
of 
the 
box 
to­ 
g ether with hinges, and by Ute ald of screw 
eves fasten two slender m etal chains on each side 
like truuk braces, to keep tne lid from falling 
back. 
Iu putting on the hinges let the bottom 
piece ot the box be the highest in the back, so th at 
opening is lowest in front. A little experim enting 
w ith scissors and a paper m atch-box will m ake 
the position clear. 
No fastening Is necessary, but 
a hasp aud padlock can easily be added as a safe­ 
guard against the ravages of com bustible-seeking 
Housemaids and other foes to m an’s divine rights, 
lu the large dining-room of a country house not 
very far from New' York an im posing life-size bust 
or W ashington Stands ill the deeply-recc* scil bay 
window. The bust, an ordinary plaster one. is so 
beautifully coated with G aspard’s P reparation as 
to look wonderfully like the fine gray com position 
of which Roger’s 
statu ettes are 
made. 
Tile 
pedestal 
w trch 
supports 
Hie 
fac 
simile 
of the fainer of 
his 
country 
is 
an 
ordi­ 
nary half-barrel, th at is, a p a n el of greatly re­ 
duced proportion's; a sam ple can he seen a t any 
grocer’s. 
This Is neatly covered w ith red velve­ 
teen and finished with brass hoops, which are 
simply narrow strips of brass cut to order a t a 
m etalw o rk in g establishm ent. 
W hile adm iring 
Hie beauty and decorative effect of Hie pedestal. 
Hie lady wild originated the idea called attention 
to a square opening in the back large enough to 
put in the dusters used for tile room. 
Being of a 
practical turn of mind, she had com bined utility 
w ith beauty in h er experim ent. 
A nother decora­ 
tive fancy is a plusli-eovered, oval-shaped board 
hound with narrow , em bossed brass strips which 
can be bonglit by the yard at m ost of Hie stores 
w here m etal decorations are sold. 
Two o r three 
of Hie small, beautiful birds used in m illinery may 
be grumped upon Hie plush background with good 
e flr r fr A partial removal of th eir stuffing will 
m ake their adjustm ent easier and m ore n atu ral. 


Crocheted Crazy Afghan. 
M ake one or tw o large halls by tying odd pieces 
of all colors together in short len g th s; the more 
v a rie r/ aud th e brighter tile shades Hie better. 
T he centre, or crazy stripe, should be fully a half­ 
yard wide. U pou each side of it should be a still 
broader strip e or some very dark color iu afghan 
stitch. Star or spider stitch is the best for the 
variegated centre, and a deep fringe, introducing 
all Hie shades in It. should be tied into the bottom 
of the fancy strip e (Hie others are finished differ­ 
ently). 
Across the top of the sam e stripe 
may 
be worked, iii shell crochet, an Inch-wide border 
of tile plain color. 
The Plain stripes are leit th at 
m uch shorter than the others, 
tu t m ay be 
kept from curling by w orking, Iii color, a row 
of close crochet. T he bottom of each plain stripe 
. is bordured by working nine double crochets in 


one edge stitch , skipping six edge stitches and 
fastening down Hie last one of Hie nine double 
crochet s tu d ie s to form one scallop. 
A tter work­ 
ing across once, aud an o th er row ot scallops, 
m ade by putting nine double crochets In the 
cauglit-down part of the 
first row 
of scallops; 
fasten Ute new scallop to th e centro of the one 
below. 
W ork a third row the sam e way. 
The 
fringe on the centre stripe should fall at least 
four Inches below the scallops on each side, and 
should be very heavy Indeed.* T ho stripe eau be 
Joined by sew ing or crocheting them together. 


HINTS TO GOOD HEALTH. 


A Hnnds.-ima Panel. 
A very ornam ental panel can be made a t a very 
trifling co st; it Is, how ever, necessary to have a 
stock of well-pressed flowers and dried grasses. 
D aisies and buttercups will bear having Hie life 
squeezed out of them paatieularly well, also pan­ 
sies; aud such flowers as will not hear It eau he 
Im itated In silk, or even In paper. 
A long narrow panel of thin wood Is covered 
with olive-green canton flannel or saline, as th eir 
color will show the flowers to the best advantage. 
But the peacock blue or olive color will also Pe 
found desirable for anything but pansies. 
The 
dowers aud grasses are then arranged as grace­ 
fully as possible I ii a long clu ster aud fastened to 
the panel here aud there with gum. A narrow rib- 
b n loosely tied arouud the stem s has a very good 
effect.

Feathery Flowers and Bonnet All Made 
From Glass. 
[Scientific American.] 
Each of the various countries on the continent 
w here glass is m anufactured produces an article 
peculiar to Itself and uulike Its neighbor*; and 
one of the specialties of A ustrian glass m aking is 
the m anufacture of various fabrics tor ladles’ wear 
from spun glass. 
The glass is spun into threads, 
like ordinary silk or cotton,and woveu lulu different 
colored fabrics, som etim es entirely of glass and 
som etim es wttli a w arp of silk or cotton. 
C ollars, 
neckties, cords and tassels, fringes, pincushions, 
feath ers, belts, etc., are all made of this m aterial. 
At the B aris exhibition in 1878 a bonnet made 
entirely of spun glass, with featlier and ribbons, 
lined w ith silk, was shown, as well as cloaks and 
oilier articles of wear. This spun glass Is also 
used for w atch chains, brushes, etc. Glass flowers 
are also m ade to a considerable extent, but it is 
difficult for these to com pete w ith those m ade 
from C h i n a .

Now, one of the chief beauties ot a 
wom an is a clear, healthy com plexion, w hether 
fair or dark, pale or ro sy ,an d the way to cultivate j 
It Is to live a reasonable life, In w hich all extrem es j 
are avoided, 
it is because of this sort of life that 
the Q uaker girls of P hiladelphia have long been 
celebrated for their com plexions. 
Lute hours are 
not conducive to a good com plexion, nor is oto’i- 
inueff dauelug or living In ligated rooms. Rich and 
fatty food also produces a dark, m uddy look, espe­ 
cially wheu the people who indulge iii ll take but 
little exercise. 
It is very rarely th a t a young 
child has a baa com plexion, so tho causes of dete­ 
rioration m ust come into 
operation as it gets 
older. 
A very fruitful ouo is Ute oppressively 
w arm clothing in which some tender m others 
w rap their darlings, and 
Hie hut nurseries iii 
w hich they sleep. It is very necessary th a t young 
babies who have but little calorie iii them selves 
should sleep in a warm room, aud th at children 
suffering from cram p, bronchitis or inflammation 
of the lungs should bo kept in an even tem pera­ 
tu re ; but in a geueral way tue sleep is more re­ 
freshing and tile skin acts more healthily lf Hie 
bedrooms have no lire Iii them . 
P erspiration of several hours’ standing chokes 
the pores, Hic m orning balli or wash cannot re 
move all Hie obstructing m atter, and the com­ 
plexion m akes Its lim advances on the downw n il 
road. 
Plenty of exercise in the open alt assists 
th e skin in m any w ays. 
It keeps off such evils as 
indigestion, liver com plaint*. etc. i be circulation 
ut the blood has a great deal to do with the com­ 
plexion, and here again It may be observed th a t 
there is nothing like brisk, regular exercise for 
keeping the circulation as It should be. M any 
women are distressed by a flushed face after 
a meal, ami though Hie best plan is not to care 
about it,all are not sufficiently strong-m inded to be 
indifferent. 
This Is caused by Hie change in the 
circulation produced by eating and drinking, and 
one of the best m ethods of relieving It Is bathing 
Hie face w ith quite hot w ater, but w ithout stoop­ 
ing verv low to do it, which latter increases Hie 
flush, by driving the blood to the head. 
It Is said women never glow old. 
T hat is, we 
fear, more com plim entary than true. 
W rinkles 
are one of the things th a t annoy Hie sex. as years 
advauce. 
They are very much Increased by tho 
use of large quantities of powder, a habit rem ark­ 
ably offensive to uieti, w hatever foolish women 
think of it. 
A little pow der to prevent chafing lu 
cold w eather, or after washing, wheu the lace or 
neck have been exposed to tho sun, is a very dif­ 
ferent thing. J u s t a dust of pow der im m ediately 
wiped off tem porarily removes a greasy look; lint 
it stands to reasou that a lavish use of It m ust till 
up the pores ot the skin, ami thoreuy perm anently 
injure tho complexion. 
W rinkles are very much 
under personal control. 
A gill or a youth who 
indulges Iii a perpetual knitting of Hie brows pro­ 
duces a very ugly w riukle betw een the eyebrows, 
b ut lids m ay be entirely removed by forsaking Hie 
trick. 
A habit of ualf-closlng the eyes—very com­ 
mon with near-sighted persons who do uot choose 
to w ear glasses—produces w rinkles a t their outer 
com ers. 
Au ilt-tem pered dropping of tne corners of the 
m outh brings w rinkles Iii those positions. 
No 
outw ard application wilt ever cure th is; the effort 
m ust conic from strong determ ination and reso- 
lut«K .voldauce of the C a u s e th a t produces the 
ugly effect. 
Living in a sm oky, dirty atm osphere 
tends to develoji aud accentuate wa inkles; the 
grim e naturally settles in any Utile hollows th at 
will receive It, and the longer It stays there the 
more difllcult It is to remove, 
it may be partially 
kepi out by w earing a veil out of doors, but Hie 
best thing Is frequent and thorough w ashing with 
hot w ater, abd the application of a little sw eet oil 
or cold cream at bcd-tlm e. 
This softens aud 
sm ooths the skin, helping It to IIH out instead of 
increasing tim tendency to fall into hollows aud 
trace channels. 
A little alum or other astrin g en t 
lotion applied In Hie m orning does good nittier 
than harm , but if It m akes tile skin sm art it acts 
as an irritan t, and m ust be avoided. 
Fcople who 
habitually w orry them selves 
over 
littles fre­ 
quently get w rinkles in th eir forehead. 


Fish as Food. 
The 
In tern atio n al 
F isheries’ 
Exhibition at 
London, has Just closed, after a session of several 
m onths. 
It brought together a large num ber of 
persons engaged iii this Industry, and perhaps 
a still larger num ber of those w ho are studyiug 
th e questions which the Industry Involves. 
It 
m ust follow th at the papers read la Hie confer­ 
ences are of great and perm anent value. Slrlteiiry 
Thom pson, who was introduced as “one of the 
m ost em inent surgeons in the w orld,” spoke ou 
the topic which stands at the head of this article. 
The United States com m issioner, 
who 
rose to 
move a vote of thanks to Sir H enry, pronounced 
Hie paper the m ost Im portant which had been 
read, and added the hope th at it m ight be trans­ 
lated into many languages and be widely distri­ 
buted. 
It is our ^purpose to review tho 
paper 
iu order to m ake public Its w ealth of facts. 
T he author first attem pts to show tho value of 
fish by com paring it with oilier well-known tornis 
of food. 
I ii every hundred pounds’ weight of 
healthy flesh not artificially fattened, w hether 
beef. m utton or poultry, aud from which Hie bone 
has beeu removed, about seventy-five to seventy- 
eight pounds of w ater m e present, aud are sepa­ 
rated as such from the solid m atter in the pro­ 
cesses of cooking aud digestion. 
Perhaps twenty- 
hve pounds are solid m atter, and alone contains 
the nutritive m aterial. Of lids nutritive m aterial 
about sixteen or seventeen pounds consist of Hie 
essential elem ents of flesh, aud of the solid parts 
of the blood. 
These are variously named by 
authors—Hie flesh-forming, the nitrogenous, or the 
album inoid elem ents. Of gelatine, with 
some 
allied com pounds, about one to two pounds are 
present. These are also nitrogenous, but are quito 
distinct from the form er class, aud possess less 
nutritive value. 
The 
fat is very variable in 
quantity, but may be estim ated a t from two to 
four pounds per hundred. 
The rem ainder of the 
tweuly-flve pounds of solid m atter consists of 
salts, m ineral, and even m etallic substances, all of 
which are essential parts of Hie body. 
I ii IOO pounds of fish, w ithout bone, from 
seventy-five to eighty-five are w ater, leaving as au 
average about tw enty pounds of tho solid or nutri­ 
tive (the carp has 20.2 per cent). 
The nitroge­ 
nous may am ount to eighteen pounds, but Is more 
frequently from twelve to fourteen. The ge'atine- 
form lug portion is in excess as com pared with Hie 
flesh of laud anim als. 
Tho fat voiles with the 
seasou and with the species—is less titan oue 
pound per IOO In most of tne common fish, but 
rises to seven pounds In the herring, to twelve In 
Hie salm on, and to thirty Iii the eel. 
Iii the lan d 
anim als, as well as Bsh, a portion of the fat accu­ 
m ulates at tim expense of the nitrogenous ele­ 
m ents, hut much the greater 
portion 
simply 
replaces the w ater. 
Since fat is a true food, it is 
evident that, pound per pound, tne flesh from well 
tattooed anim als has a greater nutritive value 
than th at from poorly-fattened anim als. 
W ith these data before us. which have beeu 
worked out with g reat care by Sir h e n ry Thom p- 
son, we are able to judge of fish as nu article of 
food. 
The hum an stom ach Is often like a balky 
horse—it needs a uew sensation to m ake it go. 
The relish wit ti which we greet Hie various pro­ 
ductions of the farm and tile garden in their 
season proves th a t the law is alm ost universal. 
Leaving out the question of variety upou our 
tables, Hie flesh of fish ranks next to th at of the 
dom esticated anim als in Its nutritive elem ents, 
aud surpasses all the productions of the farm in 
tills respect, as well as also in Hie ease by which 
it is digested. 
T he solid elem ents of Hie flesh of 
fish are rath er m ore soluble than are those of Hie 
flesh of Hie dom esticated anim als, as the follow­ 
ing experim ents clearly show; 
A pound ol rum p aleak, one pound of fish, each 
w ithout skin and hone, were thus separately 
treated. 
Tim flesh was p assel tw ice through a 
sausage m achine, and one Dint or cold w ater 
added to each. A fter standing one hour, the mass 
was heated to bolling point and allowed to sim m er 
ten m inutes, then strained through m uslin cloth. 
A very careful analysis Droved th at Hie solid or 
nutritive portion of tne beef tea weighed 276 
grains, while th a t of the Ash tea weighed 396 
grains. 
A fter m aking full allow ance for the 
gelatine, which is in excess ffi the fish product, It 
appears th at list! broth contains 20 per cent. 
more nutritive m aterial than beef broth. 
But we 
m ust not overlook the tact, as Hie author shows, 
th at there Is an Indescribable som ething in beef 
tea which gives it g reat value as a restorative 
agent. 
The com plaint is som etim es urged th a t a fish 
diet anes not satisfy the cravings of tho system , 
aud th a t the desire for toed soon returns. 
The 
reasou fot this is obvious. 
No one article of food 
is perfect in containing all tile elem ents required 
by tile human body. 
Some are rich iu nitrogen, 
but poor in starch and fa t; others may contain 
the latter eletneuts and lack the form er. 
Hence 
Hie absolute necessity for a m ixed diet. 
Fish, as 
a rule, contain but little fat— m uch less than beef, 
aud far less th an pork. 
It should accom pany 
ratiier than take the place entirely of these other 
incurs. 
The author, while engaged in. his investigations, 
observed th at the hard-laboring fishermen on Hie 
coasts of Cornwall have a very appropriate d ie t. 
l’oin o u s or any fresh fish are Clit up aud placed In 
a large pie-disli, and am ong them some thick 
m orsels of fat pork; the whole is covered w ith a 
substantial crust, ana baked. Those of our readers 
who live Iii New England know th at oue cannot 
m ake a good “ enovvder” w ithout using at least a 
fewsllces of fa t salt pork. T here are many persons 
to w hom fish, cooked in an appetizing m aim er, 
would be a thankful relief from the suited m eats 
winch are so universally found upon Hie tables of 
the farm er, especially during the sum m er m onths. 
Tile young, infirm and the aged would And their 
digestion Improved and their sleep more refresh­ 
ing if they were to substitute an occasional dish 
of fish in the place of the ham aud the corned 
beef.

Science of 
today Joins w ith Moses of old In 
saying, “ the blood is th e life.” 
It is so iii the 
sense th a t It feeds all the tissu es; conveys that 
prim e requisite of all anim al life, tho oxygen, from 
the lungs to every particle of the bodily structure; 


receives 
Hie 
dead 
m atter 
perpetually being 
throw n off from Hie m yriad1* of flte-oiaborathig 
cells, and transports it to Hie various organs 
which eject It from the system ; is the source of 
all the vital I.eat, through the chem ical chances 
constantly taking place w ithin it. 
Sn dependant 
Is all il:e on tills thud th at, should the blood fail 
for so instant to reach the brain, ail conscious­ 
ness would a t once cease, ami if, for a few 
seconds. Ufo itself would cease. 
Now, all alco­ 
hol taken Into Hie stom ach Is absorbed by lls veins 
and carried straig h t t'> the right ■ode of the heart, 
thence through the lungs, and then back to the 
left side of the heart, w hence it is borne to every 
organ aud tissue til the system . 
As ll reaches the 
liver and kidneys, some of it is (Hmm led, but 
m ost ot It continues 
i i i the circulating fluid, dis­ 
tal thug the organic functions, and* n ectln s vari­ 
ous harm ful stru ctu ral changes, and becoming it­ 
self also chem ically changed. One df.tue constit­ 
uents of Hie blood is iibrine— that elem ent which 
causes blood when draw n from the bmlv to coagu­ 
late or clot. 
Alcohol has an exceeding.y strong 
affinity for w ater; lienee, when in e tc e s s .it may 
lith e r a bat rac i tho w ater from the Blume, and 
tilti3 cause ll to coagulate in the * odv, or, on Hit* 
contrary, so fix the w ater tv.th the Abrine a* to 
destroy Its power to coagulate.

distinct building 
in itself. 
Tile arm ed w atchm en wtio guard tho 
building day aud night are under the strictest d is­ 
cipline, their hourly m ovem ents being recorded 
by an electric clock, connecting with various 
points on caci) floor of the structure, aud there are 
also wtr< s running to pollee headquarters and the 
offices of the D istrict telegraph. 
I ii one corner of 
this great vault, behind heavy iron bars, are the 
heavier iron doors of the works containing Hie 
V anderbilt securities, winch can be opened only 
bv skeleton keys held by the ow ner alone,

The 


shares, which sold at 180 in 1874, are now offered 


for nothing, with a bonus besides, the holders 


being liable for the bank’s debts to an amount 


equal to par. The shareholders are, many of 


them, half-pay Indian officers and widows, who 


will lose their entire investment, and more too, 


aud iii many cases be reduced to poverty.

N ew Y ork, May 2 3 .- 1 was m Washington 
city during most of the failures last week. 
I re­ 
flected upon the failure In 1873 of Jay Cooke & 
Co. 
At that time I was in the office of the comp­ 
troller of the currency, Mr. K nox, when a mutual 
friend came iii with a sort of white face (I think 
his name was Sypher, a member of Congress from 
Louisiana), and lie said that there was a notice 
on Jay Cooke's door that they had closed to 
awalt news from Philadelphia. 
I hastened out 
and found a little crowd around the bank. 
That 
night or the next day I had some talk with Mr. 
Knox about the causes of the failure, and, con­ 
sidering him to be a public officer, I gave the gist 
of Ills conversation to Ute papers. A day or two 
after he spoke to me with a red face on the 
street, as lf It had been an outrage to express his 
views on the public business. 
It seems that 
Henry D. Cooke had called ills attention to 
tills piece 
of 
conversation. 
Knox, 
though 
long a public officer, was generally believed to 
be an upright man, but always behaved as if the 
banks, and not the government, paid him. Finally 
lie got into a quarrel with a bank Iii Boston. 
That 
Is the way with banks; they use a toady and then 
cut his throat. 
Mr. Knox had Just about taken his 
place at the head of one of the New York national 
banks when tills collapse came which has involved 
three national banks in New York City. What was 
he doing while comptroller of the currency to let 
these banks get into such a state, the Second 
National for instance liavine 84,000,000 to $5,- 
000,000, they say, taken from its coffers? I was 
told In W ashington City that tile new comptroller 
of the currency is a connection or relative of Mr. 
Knox, and that he is weak as dish-water. 
Pres­ 
ident Arthur wants to put into that office a man 
who can say no and mean no—some such man as 
Francis Walker. 
Tile losses made In this city have been chiefly 
among the speculative class, and from what I hear 
the failure of Fisk St Hatch is one of the worst of 
the whole set, because It has Involved the ruin of a 
savings bank. I have been two or three times into 
the hanking house of Fisk Si Hatch, and it had 
one feature I looked at askant,—a sort of private 
bureau for women to go to. 
I sat there one slay 
and saw women ip black come in, probably tile 
widows of men who had left them well off. Some 
clerk was especially attending to women. I began 
to wonder whether women speculated there and 
whether they had facilities for dohjg so. The men 
were generally considered responsible men, and 
one of them was elected president of the Stock 
Exchange as a reflection on another broker who 
had been too intimate with Billy Hutchinson, who 
helped Mr. Duff of Boston out ot his fortune. 
Tile Stock Exchange had become so ' iruiotis It 
w ould not have a man who had any dealings what, 
ever, or even speaking acquaintance, with Billy 
Hutchinson. But Hie president of Ute Stock Ex­ 
change lias failed. 
His failure was Ute main cause 
of the decline iii Government bonds because that 
was one of their specialties, de i ling In Urn national 
securities, and when they failed the bonds deluged 
toe street, and ot course they went down because 
money was in more request than any seoul hies. 
The enormous increase of personal property has 
done more to change the habits of the American 
people than anything I know of. 
indeed, the 
greatest social results always follow financial and 
economical causes. 
Tile habits of a nation de­ 
pend upon its currency, whatever that em elmy 
may be. Tho clearing house hero lins Just adopted 
a system of inflation which cannot too soon be 
cheeked. 
During Hie pianic wert; they certified 
io u per cent, for banks which merely put up 
25 per cen t on their iuterobiigations. It was 
nothing but an Inflation of 75 per cent. 
Iu old times, notes and mortgages were tho 
principal things the banks dealt in. 
You wanted 
money for a local necessity or enterprise, and you 
drew your note at ninety days or six mouths; and 
had it endorsed by two responsible men. and me 
bank discounted it. 
Von paid a pari et tho note, 
perhaps, when it was due, and had tho rest re­ 
newed, and consequently Hie bank considered you 
to be one of its customers bec.yise they could rely 
on your using a part of its capital ami paying for 
the im ney find beme at all tim es sound. 
Modern 
b diking consists almost entirely ot personal prop­ 
erty. Now you go with your bonds ot any sort, 
s ticet 
railroads, gas works, railroads, every­ 
thing, 
aud 
say 
you 
want 
a 
loan. 
You 
give a note in ibis case, but there are your 
securities In tile safe of the bank; an I you suj>- 
pusu that they remain there? On Hie contrary, in 
neaily every ease, as soon as your back is turned, 
those securities are put up the spout and Hie bank 
Itself gets more money to lend to Somebody else. 
When I ventured to suggest last week that it was* 
a piece of scoundrel!*!.! for the bauk to take my 
bonds and put them up somewhere else, Wall 
street seemed to smile at me and say that I was 
too harsh altogether. They assured me that it 
not only was 
The Mott Ue git Im uto Thing In the World, 
but was really praiseworthy. 
Then I reflected 
that poor Stedman, tho poet banker, took tile 
position some time ago that ills son had no right to 
take his bonus and stocks and put them up with 
another broker on an operation. 
But banking 
hero shifts its convictions every few weeks, and 
what was no principle at all last month is now 
considered fine economy and forethought. 
What 
is more adapted to shake confidence than to know 
that your friend in whose safe you put your bonds 
has taken them down to the next bank and made 
a turn on them? What business has lie to be 
making a profit on your securities litany way? In­ 
deed we are about to see whether swindling 
amongst 
hankers 
is 
to be 
considered 
a 
crime 
or 
not. 
Perhaps 
it 
is 
to . he 
established 
that 
a man 
can 
go 
into 
ins 
father’s hank and take out $3,OOO,OOO to $4,000,- 
000 of tim depositors’ money, and carry it down 
to Wall sired and gamble with it there among Hie 
most complete scoundrels in Hie world, aud then 
if ins father puts the money back the yoiina man 
can be happy aud safe. 
The restitution of money 
iii a great trust should not exem pt a thief irom in­ 
dictment. 
Tile case of Ward seem s to bo a complete 
swindle from every 
point 
of 
view. 
As tile 
Investigation proceeds into his books it is shown 
that lie put dowu initials as of the President of the 
United States to give color to the idea that lie had 
the President in his contract system . 
What an 
outrage on the chief magistrate! 
lie was trining 
with a respected name, aud giving color among 
the Wall street sharks to the idea that our Presi­ 
dent w as making 6 per cent, a mouth or so out of 
Hie public business. And there sat an ex-presi­ 
dent, a member of Hie finn which 
was giv­ 
ing color to such swindles. 
What could General 
Grant have thought of such an operation If lie 
saw Urn books? l i e is a queer chai actor. 
Grant 
seem s to be a perfect illustration of the difference 
between honor and honesty. 
Oil some tilings he 
is as sensitive as a woman where he might well he 
Indifferent, and iu others he has no sensibility at 
ail where he ought to be on horseback aud riding 
down the scandals. 
Indeed, one of the fatal 
defects of Grant’s character Is his worship of 
riches. 
Wealthy men have never failed, that I 
know of, to get his acquaintance. Mr. Barnum 
keel s his gems aud acts as ins guardian. Jay 
Gould has for a good while past been Grant’s em­ 
ployer, and started a few days ago to pass round 
the hat for Grant. Gould Is tho parent of the 
present condition of finance. Russell Sage, who 
is a mere bookmaker for betters and gamblers, 
has been rn close affiliation with Gould for years. 
They say that Gyrus Field, another preachers’ 
son, who has for a long time past co-operated 
with Gould aud Sage, is now cold on boti). Borne 
time ago I published a lun e paragraph in N aw 
York which I suppose nobody understood.

said thai the mineral, the herb and the plain were 
reported to have fallen out.

At Hie appointed time, say thirty 
days, you go to him with your New York Central 
s ’ock. and if it is Seiling on Hie stn. et at a higher 
rate than Hie agreement stated ho pays you the 
difference. In Hie ease of a call you go to him aud 
ask for the difference between the tigu e he 
agreed lo let you have the stock at and Hie figure 
to which it has advanced.

This man Saco 
would 
deal

He would bet you tliat the stock would 
go down for a certain amount of money, or he 
would bet you a certain amount of money that the 
stock would go up. 
He was indifferent about it. 
Consequently Bago did a business apart from tim 
Stock Exchange of enormous exteut. At last the 
tide lins turned against him, and they say he lins 
paid out some millions ot dollars iii the past few 
weeks. Of course this steadiness in the midst of 
reverses will only increase Ins hurtne.-s standing 
for future gambling if he wants to continue on. It 
does nut necessarily follow that money maut; un­ 


scrupulously will be lost. Tnere are many ror­ 
reries which appear to possess stability that 
were nude by sharp practices. The moral law 
is that the habits which procured the fortune will 
continue until they bring some form of unhap­ 
piness or disgrace. 
It mav not be mere financial 
ruin. 
It mav he like the case of Louis XL, as rep- 
resented by Caslmir Delaviene, a man whom be 
had outrageously treated, executed his family and 
robbed iii every shape, who goes to the king’s 
room resolved to stab him. At the picture of 
abject superstition, fear of death and mental 
horror there he tells the wretch that bis punish­ 
ment shall be to live. So some of these men who 
have sound lug names hardly know how miserable 
they are. 'I he family taint goes down the genera­ 
tions, and he must be a strong man who can clear 
it from Ids own acts and life. 
This Passion to Havs a Million 
is ono cf the most fiendish in human nature. 
How can you account for young FerdinandW ard, 
the son of a missionary who had perilled his life ta 
a foreign clime to spread the gospel, Plunging 
headlong into produce and stock speculations aud 
finally doing a great business on mere moonshine? 
Ile says that he had nothing, that be was oroken 
two years ago, and that there were no contracts, 
while he was pretending to be making per cent. 
after per cent, a month. This man seem s to have 
been absolutely perfect morally. 
He would have 
stood for the statue of morality on your Plymouth 
monument. A3 a liusDand he had no superior. 
One of his partners told me that he could hardly 
ever go home without taking his wife a present. 
Was Ids wife just right Iii expecting a present or 
accepting one so often? I fear that many women 
are unprincipled about money and do not rebuke 
their husbands for Illegally making it. 
A man 
goes out and plays poker all night and comes 
back w iilr a full pocket-book; does his wife rebuke 
bim? sire may do so lf lie conics back broke. To 
go to a broker’s office and speculate or conspire 
to put up or down some security is the same thing 
in nine cases out of ten as playing cards for 
money. Mr. Ward did not swear. 
How mauy 
people think thai the core of one’s character lies 
In these little outvvaid abstinences! 
When Mr. 
Ward went up it was found there was one com­ 
mandment lie bad been breaking all the time, ana 
that was: "Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s 
goods.” 
I do not suppose tiiat any preacher in the 
United .states has given us a sermon against 
covetousness, • for 
twenty years. 
Old John 
Knox 
used 
to 
lampoon 
tho 
Queen 
of 
Scotland 
herself 
when 
she came 
to 
hear 
him preach at Hie cathedral; but Hie rich man 
now a days Is so much respected that if ho comes 
into church late tile preacher wMl give out tile 
hymn again so be can find it in the book, or per­ 
haps pronounce the text over. 
Preachers claim 
that they go through a kind of rinsing of the soul 
when they are converted, and that advancing from 
step to slop of moral sublimity they finally come 
to that place that they cannot sin, no matter what 
they do. Old John of Leyden, who married lOOO 
wives, advanced tile Idea that nothing that he did 
was a sin. because be had an inner consciousness 
of Ids absolute perfectability. 
I recollect a young 
preacher whose heal!Ii was bad, and he went to a 
ricii man and asked him to be made a missionary 
among the miners. 
Ib is

man 
had a 
reputation for giving away money ta charity* 
He 
saw 
the 
poor 
consumptive, 
and 
let 
him have several (mildred dollars and told him to 
go up and preach tim gospel to the coal miners. 
aly father's house was 
a sort of resort

preachers, and one any this young missionary and 
bis wife were at our table and tile conversation 
turned upon the recent murder 
of President 
Lincoln. Borne expressed the opinion that lie was 
a good man, others tried to probe clio motive of 
his murder, but the preacher’s Wife suddenly 
showed her nlou nature by exclaiming:

Another Letter by a Native of 
“the Coming Country.” 


How the Thieving Government of Gonzales 


Has Fallen Into Disrepute, 


Attempts Upon the Life of the Popular 
Ex-President Diaz. 


C ity o r M ex ico , M ay IO.—Among tho Inci­ 
dents of the talked of annexation to the U ntied 
States are the m illions of M exican Indians, quite 
civilized enough to c a n y pistols rn their hi lts, 
and quite Independent enough to be only nomi­ 
nally under even the m ilitary control of the 
powers reigning in their m idst. 
W hat would the 
U nited States do with them , o r'w tth thousands of 
acres of land, absolutely beyond cultivation, for 
w ant of w ater from any possible sou, cc? 
it is all 
very well to talk of th e m ines, and tell of the 
fabulous am ounts of gold and silver taken from 
them , alm ost w ithout exception In the 
hands 
of 
foreigners, and m ost 
of 
them so diffi­ 
cult 
of 
operation 
th a t 
very 
few 
have 
realized fortunes out of them since the old days of 
forced labor, while th ere are hundreds of other 
mitios, well equlpped^w tth valuable m achinery, 
lying idle for w ant of m etal or w ant of w ater to 
develop It. 
Wood, too, Is very scarce w here It Is 
needed m ost; and an official of the new railroad, 
in whose d epartm ent It cam e, assured me th at 
coal actually cost uoou th e tra c k ,e v e n 500 miles 
norm of tho City of Mexico, 825 lo $30 a ton! 
One may talk, too, or the vast farm lands upon Ute 
m eat plateau of C entral M exico, but Hie only way 
to keep them from becom ing deserts again Is by un- 
remUting energy in a n iiicial Irrigation. From sumo 
stream far aw ay, or n o m reset vows stored during 
the rainy season, open aqueducts In the hard

Above all. the overw helm ing fact rem ains that, 
notw ithstanding the glorious resources, Mexico 
has been virtually b an k ru p t for no one knows how 
long, is today, and apparently always will he. 
This fact Is just now em phasized by tho stam p 
tax, which Is causing such an Internal com motion.

all articles of com m erce. N aturally this revived 
all Hie old invectives and there are charges th at 
President G onzales, during Ills term , has already

illegitim ately from

rum ors and charges widen were strengthened bv 
the sudden departure of his worthy relative, tho 
governor of this d istrict, who went to New York a 
few days ago, aud thence sails for Huvrb, going to 
B aris, w here it is said the two have made enor­ 
m ous de; oslts. 
'Hie ta x m ight still have been met with charac­ 
teristic resignation, how ever, had it not been th at 
the P resident w anted the money at one.; and Iii an 
unlim ited supply, uud w orded tho law lo th a t 
effect.

and 250,000 inhabitants found them selves w ithout 
a m arket place. The dealers already pay a license, 
called a contribution, arranged by the govern­ 
m ent for each Individual m erchant, and a duty on 
all they im port, which has lately been increased 
5 per cent., and through a com m ittee they e ar­ 
nestly prayed for som e change in this last law ; hut 
the P resid en t refused, and upon excellent au th o r­ 
ity It is Implied th at he instructed the police and 
soldb-rs to refrain 
from 
interfering 
in case 
Hie people should break Into any of Hie closed 
stores lo obtain the necessaries of life. 
For a 
tim e it seem ed very probable th at they would be 
broken open, and a very serious question of n a­ 
tional protection arose. 
M erchants 
from the 
U nited S tates are not delicate In criticising an ap­ 
parent lethargy in their representative. 
B ut the 
actual reason why tho law was not changed and 
some com prom ise accepted was doubtless be­ 
cause, as it stood, it was so uncertain in its word­ 
ing th a t It would be alm ost Impossible for any 
one to comply with it so fully that no flaw 
could be found. And more money was doubtless 
expected from fines than from stam ps. 
At the 
end of a week, however, the P resident proclaim ed 
th at the m erchants should b* allowed one mouth 
In which to stam p ihelf stocks, aud the doors flew 
open a t once, and a stam p appeared upon every 
article sold. 
Tho stam ps, flow erer, were only 
stuck on by one corner, 
'l hey w o® too valuable 
to destroy w antonly. 
I purchased a num ber of 
articles a few days ago, and noticing th at the 
dealer carefully rem oved each stam p as lie did 
them up I Inquired tile cause, when lie blandly re­ 
plied: “ They an* not injured; they will do very 
well lo use ag ain .”

W hen all tilings are w elched and m easured the 
battle of M issionary Ridge muv be term ed one of 
the most singular great battles of the war. 
I’ragg 
bad a position from which Ii did not appear possi­ 
ble for fire tim es Ms torce to drive him . 
To reach 
the foot of Hie ridge the Federals must come 
across a plain about two m iles wide, every foot of 
it sw ept by toe Confederate artillery. 
It would 
be a w earisom e task tor a hunter to m ake bls way 
up the side of the m ountain today, clear as It Is, 
btu the Federal troops w m t up iii regim ents and ( 
brigades, all the tim e under a hot fire and H ie’ 
ground terrible difficult. 
W hile Bragg had the 
atrong position in tro u t anil flanks, his field­ 
pieces on tile crest webe planted so far back 
th at thev w ere of no use to sweep the side of 
the m ountain. 
W hile his right held Sherm an ai 
Tunnel Hill, and lits left kept H ooker In check at 
Kossvil e. his front was really w eak. It was weak 
because it felt It-Se'f so strong. W hen the F ederals 
first moved to the attack It was looked upon by 
C onfederate officer* with the g reatest surprise, ii 
was not iii reason to believe th a t lines of buttle 
could rross Iliad plain, drive in the pickets, c.<ri > 
the rifle-| its, scale the rugged side and drive Uke 
a wedge through tho centre of the Confederate 
line, but this was done. 
I i is a m atter of history th a t G rant did not con­ 
tem plate a m ovem ent beyond the foot of the idg* 
for th a t day a l least. 
It was the totally inmx 
peeled rush up the m ountain th at created surprise 
and consternation aud panic. 
I t was, Iii the 
language of a Confederate officer, “ totally un* 
ended for and a blow below Hie belt.” There was 
•mile terrific fighting before Bragg’s Hues w ere 
broken, but

Bragg had no Idea of defeat— 
G rant had Utile: hope of victory. 
W hile Sherm an 
con.ti not ad vance an inch, od H ooker was losing 
three men to one. a rush at Hie very strongest 
portion of Bragg’s position broke him lo two. 
O e n eriri IUorgan'* E sc a p e . 
A t the lim e the C onfederate G eneral M organ 
escaped from the Ohio penitentiary it was gen­ 
erally believed th at lie bribed tw o or three ol the 
oSI' ials with gold furnished him by Confederate 
(tm ip itbtzers, and there was a loud dem and th at 
somebody be Investigated and punished. As an 
escape, it was a genuine break out, and had Mor­ 
gan been possessed of g it),OOO instead of less than 
$100, it 
Is 
not 
likely 
th a t 
the 
offer 
of 
the entire sum would have bribed a prison offi­ 
cial to aid him. 
Tho seven who escaped w ere 
M organ. Hines, McGhee, Taylor, Shelton, B ennett 
and H ookt-rsndlh, and the whole num ber did not 
have $200. Tile prison official who cam e In im­ 
m ediate contact w ith tile C onfederates was so 
•tern and unbending th a t no attem p t was m ade to 
sound him. 
He had been told lo keep An eye on 
them and report any suspicious m ovements, aud 
be wa« a lynx at the business. 
T he first work was to go down through the cell 
floor, which was composed of th ree feet of brick 
and cem ent. 
This let them into an air cham ber. 
The hole they made in the floor was concealed by 
a bed, and sharp as Hie sentinel was he discovered 
nothing. 
S triding Into the foundation walls from 
this cham ber they dug awny a t the blocks of stone 
until toe soil was filially readied, when a tunnel 
was run to Hie 
surface, com ing up

As 
the tralu entered the suburbs next morning Hie 
pair jum ped from the rear car, made for the 
river, aud a colored boy set them across with his 
skiff. 
While it was generally believed through the 
N orth th at M organ had reached Canada ne was 
quietly working Ids way through K entucky and 
Tennessee, ana it was another m onth beiore he 
reached the Confederate lines. 


C ru z? Davidson. 
E arly In the history of the Confederacy a man 
nam ed Davidson, who was afterw ard employed in 
tom e of the bureaus a t Richm ond, invented a 
killer which, had it been brought into active use, 
would have revolutionized the world’s mode of 
w arfare. I t was a com bined balloon and alr-shlp. 
I t was to propel itselt iii any ana every direction, 
and be bandied as easily as a haw k takes care of 
H sc.I. Tile idea was for each air-ship to sail out 
of Richmond. C harleston or any other besieged 
point loaded with luse shell. These were to be 
dropped from tile height of one mile into infantry 
Camps and upon the decks of vessels, ann, as lib 
m usket conia reach them or a rtilleiy be brougiu 
to bear, the sheli-droppers would have it all their 
own way. 
Davidson carried his Idea f a r enough to con­ 
struct some sort of m achine, but he never a t­ 
tem pted to m ake it fly. 
ll lacked some im prove­ 
m ents which he proposed the Confederacy should 
experim ent oil aud pay for. 
Ile not only m em ori­ 
alized Legislatures and Congress, but haunted 
various odic,als until they had to lock their doors 
against him. 
He showed bis faith by w asting 
quite a foriuue I ii the m achine, and he w a s such a 
good talker, and apparently had such a sure 
thing on the F ed eral', tuat lie at leiigili convinced 
quae a num ber ut congressm en of the correctness 
his opinions. 
W ip in g O u t a R e g im e n t. 
A ny tim e duriug the w ar, a fte r the beginning 
cl 1803, It would have been hard to find a regi­ 
m ent in the field num bering its full com plem ent of 
lo o o m en. T here were m any having a strength 
of not more than 350 or 400, particularly on the 
C onfederate side. 
In various severe encounters 
regim ents were decim ated, aud In some cases lost 
half their strength, but i t w i s rarely th a t a body 
was so com pletely wiped out th a t there was noth­ 
ing 
to rally on. 
At Hie 
buttle of P leasant 
H ills, La., a le x a s cavalry regim ent, num ber­ 
ing 348 m en, was 
seen form ing for a charge 
ag ain st a Federal brigade of infantry. T he latter 
had good cover and were fresh. 
T he cavalry had 
to dash across a field to reach the line, and before 
they cam e the com m ander of tile brigade p ass.it 
along behind the two line* and ordered the men 
to hold th eir tire until ins word was given. 
Each 
p air w ere instructed lo tire at one cava rynian 
or, ra th e r, tine al th e m an and lim other al tho 
hor >e. 
lite cavalry m ade the charge In one line, bu t It 
was mi much shorter than Ute trout of the brigade 
that I Ii rec tires c-.u d be concentrated. 
The Con­ 
federates cam e forward with a dash and a yell, 
keeping a pi* ti.- even from until they were within 
lo u ie , l o Hie u rn ,when ;ui flu* m uskets rang out 
tog. iller. One vol e.y mu* enough, Tli.il regim ent 
was sn n ai iv bm .leu off Hic face of Hie earth I hat 
only four of its mend**!* returned to Hie Confed­ 
erate lines. Over at «o gorses w ere killed out right, 
aud al least num ber hundred wi muled. T here 
w eie nm ten wounded men to pick up.

F ederal had a dept! aim aud a those target.

“Jack” Campbell Tells How He Sold 15,000 
Negroes to the Highest Bidders. 


Nine 
Thousand 
Dollars Paid for a 
Pretty Quadroon Wench.

A W om an's School of Journalism Is to be 
opened in D etroit during the com ing summer.

ow iii also ne a departm ent for Hie revision of m anu­ 
script. 
It is an am bitious project, and possibly a 
lea*able one, lf journalism can lie taught any­ 
where outside of a new spaper office, there seems 
no good reason wily young women should not 
learn ft—or s o n i c branches of It—quite as well as 
young men. Onlv, when Hie fem ale Fresh nom 
class goes lo its first file. mar we be there lo see.

ion, clear gray eye and sturdy figure, attired Iii 
blue broadcloth, polished m etal buttons and Im­ 
m aculate linen, seem ed to contradict his confes­ 
sion of age, and to say th a t he had been prosper- 
ons enough Iii tile “ profession” which has been 
abolished nearly twenty-five years. 
W ell,” he added, “ alt tlm se th a t I used to be 
associated witli in business passed In their chips 
long ago. 
Rum killed a good niftily of them and 
old acedias done the job for I h o se! h a t pulled safe 
ou t of skirm ishes over poker t D ies or the little 
rack ets of by-, one days in southern towns. 
“ Them was great times. 
I went into the slave 
auction business in 1835 and never quit it until 
the w ar broke out. 
I have sold niggers In Balti­ 
m ore, Richmond, C harleston, Savannah, Louis­ 
ville, Mobile, New 
deans, M emphis, and all 
along in the other towns of the South. 
I don’t 
blow my own tru m p et- you know th a t on their 
own m erits m odest mon are dum b—but I can say 
th a t Jac k Cam pbell had the reputation for show­ 
ing up the good points of a ’buck’ or a ‘w ench’ 
and draw ing out bids th at m ade him in dem and 
w herever there was a big sale. 
— 
"T lie nigger trad ers have m ade me travel 500 
miles to run off a lot for them , and they paid me 
my own price for my work. 
“ How m any have t soid? I w as In the business 
some twenty-five years, aud I guess I alw ays 
handled 500 or OOO a year. 
Y’ou eau count up for 
yourself how m .q ^ th at 
m akes. 
How much 
money I got is m y^w n business, but you can 
w ilte it down th a t my pile was alw ays tdg enougn 
to let me Into shiv gam e th a t was going, and be­ 
fore the w ar gentlem en, as wa* gentlem en, didn’t 
talk of a lim it when they got around tile table. 
T hat lim it nonsense is a corruptive influence of 
Y ankee lustltooshutis. So m uch talk m akes my 
th ro at dry as a prayer m eeting. *' 
“ I’ve had plenty of queer experiences, as you 
caff them ," he continued after he had wiped his 
nps w ith a nobby w hite silk handkerchief. "Long 
as you ask about It, I rem em ber the biggest money 
I ever got for a nigger was $0000 for a 
P r e t t y Q u a d r o o n W e n c h 
th a t I sold in Louisville about '52 or '53. sh e was 
only 18, and was about as w hite as you or m e,and 
lier tw o children had light, curly hair. H er m aster 
lived down n ear Bowling G reen, and, though he 
didn’t w ant to p a rt w ith her, he was so down nu 
hts luck Hint fie had to sell lier. 
My Instructions 
w ere not to take less than $0000 for tho girl, and 
I was to get a big percentage on all over that, so 
when they put tier on the block I talked her up for 
all she was worth. 
"T here was more than tw enty men bidding for 
her, and Hie fellow th a t got her for $9000 was a 
rich and gay young bachelor from T ennessee, who 
happened to be in the city ou a spree and was 
attracted by curiosity to the sale. 
lie was a little 
drluky and w asn’t caring anything for his ducats. 
He was so set on having the girl, I believe lie 
would have given tw enty thousand for h er if any­ 
body baa bld lier up th at high. 
He carried lier 
home that day. 
I ain’t going to tell you anything 
more about him, than th at lie made a big nam e iii 
the Southern arm y and was killed a i the head of 
his soldiers. 
“One of this w om an’s children by h er first 
m aster lives in a M assa c h u se tts town now and 
is a riel) m an.

No, ll didn’t come from any 
particular place In the South.

anyw here from M aryland to Louisiana. Southern 
gentlem en took ail tntero*t in it, sir, and no decent 
m aster Mould let one of those girls m arry a M ack 
m an. 
They were superior people, sir, superior 
people. 
••Which were the best m arkets for dealing In?" 
"N ew Orleans, Louisville, C harleston and Balti­ 
more useu to be about the sam e till Hie cussed 
black abolitionists got to running the niggers 
N orth by Hie underground railroad. A rter ti at It 
was alw ays a little dangerous to do business Iii 
B altim ore or Louisville for fear the Y ankees 
would steal them across the Pennsylvania line or 
the Ohio river. 
“ I brought six bucks to B altim ore once on my 
own account and put ’em iii the pen at the corner 
of Eutaw aud Camden streets, to w alt for a sale. 
Two got loose th a t very night and th at Was the 
I ast I ever saw of them . 
Of course they got over 
into Pennsylvania, hut they nevercould have done 
It without som ebody helped them , for they Had 
come clear from N orth Carolina. 
They were 
w orth $1500 apiece, aud I was a clean $3000 out 
ot pocket. T here was 
A Y n t o f I n f e r n a l Q u a k e r s 
up a t a place called C hristiana, in this S tate, and 
they w ere alw ays lookin' out to rob a m an of Ills 
honest property. 
“ A nother tim e a nigger ran aw ay from me at 
N ew port, Ky., ana got to C incinnati. 
I w ent 
across Hic river and saw a friend of mine who 
kept a place w here I had played in a good many 
thousands of my hard-earned dollars. 
I told him 
I w anted his help lo get Hie m an back, and, says 
lie, ’Jack , lf you ain’t a fool you’ll let th at moke 
go. 
It m ightn't be healthy for you to raise a row 
here now over one nigger, ’cause tile uigger-lovers 
are bosses here.’ 
H e was a sensible m an, aud I 
took hts advice. 
“ T his was In ’58, and after th a t I didn’t do any 
m ore business on my own risk so close to the 
N orth. T he last sales wore m ade in Baltim ore 
and Louisville In 18C1, bu t for live or six years 
before (hen New O rleans was our best m arket.

Cape G irardeau, u : ^ wag 
taking some niggers to a plantation he o w e d In 
A rkansas, got cleaned out iii a little gam e ol draw

They w ere scooped In by a m an who had three 
deuces aud a pair of jacks, and, as Le dluu’t w aul 
them , he offered them for sale.

T h e y A re L iv in g D o ttle s 
in which the an ts store aw ay th eir honey, and 
w henever they w ant It they go to the storehouse 
and take down a bottle, brush off the cobw ebs and 
m ake the an t give out a supply.

“ Yes, It Is w onderful, but not b all so w onderful 
as sonic things an ts do. One of the best authori­ 
ties on ants. Sir John Lubbock, who has started a 
dog school Iii London, says ants stand next to m an 
In point of Intelligence, and I reckon they do. For 
Instance, I have lived nearly all my life In the 
South, w here ants tackled everything. 
Beds, 
tables, cupboards—iii fact, every article th a t 
you 
w anted 
to 
keep 
an ts 
out 
of 
had 
to 
be 
stood 
Iii w ater—th a t Is, 
In 
peach 
cans 
cut 
off 
and 
filled. 
But 
even 
this 
w ouldn’t do; the ants would find some little float­ 
ing m atter ou the surface and bridge the m oat w ith 
th eir bodies and so get over. Tnen we tried ta r 
water-, and suspended sugar In palls frqin the 
celling. F o r a while this nonplussed th e m ; but, 
attracted by the smell, uiey gathered on Hie safe 
under It, and after a while we found them coining 
down Hie rope.

big-jawed soldiers, who d a rt about to find the in­ 
tru d er, and if nothing is to be seeu they go in and 
lniorm Hie laborers, who then appear and repair 
dam ages. 
W hen they come to stream s they climb 
tile trees on the bank, form them selves into 
chains, aud swing gradually over until the end 
a n t catches hold of a tree on the other side. On 
this bridge pass over the rest. 
“ In Brazil the w orkers of certain an ts form 
burrow s under-ground acres in extent, and those 
cit lied the leaf-cutters do Incalculable dam age. 
Till y clim b Hie lemon and other tri es In vast 
num bers, and by a scissors-like motion* of the 
jaw s cut out a piece of oval leaf am i sta rt off, 
Holding It erect over their beads like a para*ol. 
T hese they carry to th eir um ler-cround houses, 
and use them as thatching or wall paper, and for 
another purpose still m ore singular. 
Upon the 
leaves, as soon as they are put iii place, grow s a 
delicate fungus, which is used as food for Hie 
young ants. Bo you see tile insects may actually 
be said to be agriculturists. 
The Texas agricul­ 
tural ants go to w ork in a m ore m ethodical m an­ 
ner. They m ake ti nest beneath Hie ground and 
raised 
several 
inches 
above 
It 
and clear 
a vt ay a space on either side of several feet, 
from which branch through the grass several 
roads. 
Curiously enough tills grass about the 
nest Is all of oue kind. 
All tile other vrtred* are 
cleared away. 
Some people say the an ts actually 
plant the grass seed. H ow ever, they do gath er it, 
and feed it to th eir young, and store the grain 
houses under ground. 
H ere you see another evi­ 
dence 
of 
intelligence.

seeds 
slowed 
away would 
naturally 
sprout 
a fter 
a 
rain, 
but in some cases, when they become dam p, 
the ants 
take 
them 
to

surface, and 
dry them In the sun; in other cases they poison 
tim seed bv biting it, so th at it does not sprout.

Brazil over the work of ants, a n atu ralist claim ­ 
ing th a t he could sIiom' a place w here they had 
tunnelled und‘*r a river. Such a statem en t would 
hardly be believed, but it was proved, aud 
H a r k e d A n t* l ’a iie d I n to She T u n n e l 
on one s de and M ere observed to corno out on the 
other, a q u arter of a m ile distant. More than this, 
sm oke was forced through the tunnel. 
“ Vou know th a t an ts keep cattie and herd them , 
have anim als for pets, etc. 
Their cattle are the 
p lant lice, and over them they bulla little sheds, 
aud care for the young duA ng the w inter, so (hat 
there will be a brood in the sum m er. T he milk 
they get from them 
is m erely a sw eet fluid 
secreted by the plant lice. The w hite ants, 
though 
not 
ants 
proper, 
are 
the 
most 
destructive. 
They w ork so quickly th a t you 
know 
nothing 
ab o u t 
their 
operations 
until the tiling is doue. 
For instance, if they 
w anted to get into this table, instead of trying to 
find ii crack they w o o d bore up through the floor 
so as to strike Ute table leg, aud so o n up through 
it, perhaps lining it with mud as they went.. 
Tills 
has been done with native houses in the East.

absolutely insist th at this unhappy victim whoso 
head I see i ere was Mrs. Hobson I should be very 
toolish to deny It anv longer, for w ltn the certifi­ 
cate of death which you have m ade put, aud af 
which you w.ii not retnse me a copy, I shall hawe 
only to present myself at Hie G resham Company 
to Im m ediately receive tw enty thousand dollars. ’ 
W hile tile widower, uo m atter how lie felt, was 
th u s expressing hiuiselt with the m ost perfect 
coolness and with a smile on his Up-. Mr. Davis 
hail entered the gallery aud had Joined the spec­ 
tato rs of this strange scene. 
“ I th in k ,’’ said William Dow, speaking to both 
the chief or police aud Hie coronel , "th a t the 
most sim ple thing to tie done is to draw up ail 
official report ot the declaration will cli you have 
Just heard, ana deliver to the gentlem an the cer­ 
tificate which he asks for. 
The death certificate 
m ust he at Hie m orgue.” 
The detective, as he m ade this proposition, gave 
Mr. Kelly ana D avis a look which they under­ 
stood, for they im m ediately followed him into the 
directors’ office, but having first signed lo Hie two 
policem en to look after Jam eA pobson. 
The latter, al the film, itravir volee of this m an 
whom he had not observed until then, could not 
conceal a slight shudder. 
It seemed as lf lie had a presentim ent of an ad­ 
versary, for lie turned quickly tow ard the mail 
who had made a proposiUou so iii conform ance 
w i Hi his expressed wish, hut he had already dis­ 
appeared. 
How ever, a lte r the departure ut the 
m agistrates and their com panion he began to 
walk up and down, with the evident intention of 
w anning him self, the place was so dam p and 
chilly. 
Outside w as heard the crowd, which, having be­ 
come quite large, was breaking into noi>y com ­ 
p laint at having so long neon deprived of the 
spectacle to which it had a right, aud people w ere 
entertaining all kluds of suppositions as to the 
f use of locking Hie doors of Hie morgue.

“ Fol ow me, a mom ent, in w hat I have to say,” 
resum ed the detective, “ and w ithout entering upon 
any hypothesis, let us reason only on w hat we 
have seen and heard.” 
The w orthy Kelly, who liked nothing as m uch 
as Hi listen to Ids friend Dow. and. who, besides 
asked nothing better than to be rid of the whole 
affair, sank back in an arm -chair and crossed ills 
arm s; and the coroner signified th a t he was ready 
to listen. 
“ Hese Is a person,” resum ed the retired doctor, 
“ who pretends th at he did not hear ot the violent 
death of the woman whoso husband he w as. until 
he reached St. Louis th ree days ago, and Iii th at 
city w here her photographs are on exhibition 
everyw here, he did not seek to assure him self, by 
exam ining one of them , th a t It really was his wife. 
Then, this m an who through the sam e papers in 
which he, read the event certainly was aw aie 
of the suspicious of which he was the object, 
and the rew ard prom ised for his arrest, this 
m an arrives here, affects to know nothing of the 
fact, which, however, so directly affects him, and 
Instead of hastening to the m orgue w here he 
know s th at the head isexhibited, he does not con­ 
cern him self au Instant about the Identity of the 
victim , but goes straig h t to Hie police. Does uni 
this conduct betray in Hie most evident m anner a 
system adopted in advance and m atured after 
deep reflection, a system one basis of which is the 
non-recognition of the drow ned wom an, which 
has ju st been observed?” 
“ En! ell!” m urm ured Mr. Kelly w ith a smile, 
“ th a t’is very well reasoned.” 
“ Hobson, in your presence, is calm , and a p er­ 
fect m aster ot him self,” continued W illiam Dow, 
“and when you ask him how it happens th a t he 
has Known this event for so short a tim e he 
answ ers you (h at he com es from m e Rocky moun­ 
tains, w here be bas been several m onths. 
Now, 
Mr. Davis know s th at a few days before the crim e, 
hardly six weeks ago, Jam es Hobson was m et at 
Jefferson, in M issouri: why then does he tell this 
lie?” 
“ It Is tru e,” said th e coroner, In his tu rn ; 
“there is a contradiction about it which Is indeed 
of a nature to arouse suspicion.” 
“ T hat is not all. 
Wheu Just now, after he said 
th at he did not recognize Miss Ada, you Insisted 
on this point, th a t she was recognized by the two 
m aids, Hobson com m itted the Im prudence of ad­ 
dressing you this question: ‘Both of them , do 
you say, both of tneu> recognized M iss A da.’

all. he will be safe from p u rsu it as a crim inal, 
therefore to recognize his wife was more danger­ 
ous from every point of view than not to recognize 
h e r.” 
“ Very just, very Just,” observed the chief of 
police; "b u t why has th at fool come to give him ­ 
self up?” 
“ My dear Mr. K elly,” answ ered Dow, “ because 
he is a bold and skilful m an. 
W hat Is passing be­ 
tw een us is a reason for it. Even yesterday Mr. 
D avis and you did not suspect his culpability, 
while now, ju st because he has come to you you 
hesitate to believe It. 
Did he not fear being ar­ 
rested some day? In order to boldly dispose of 
the stolen jew els at a later period, iii order to get 
the prem ium on his Insurance policy, should he not 
first be free front the liana of the laws. 
He plays a 
shrew d gam e who comes forw ard to m eet danger. 
I do not know w hether we shall succeed In cfim- 
vlctiug hun, hut my reason and conscience tell me 
th a t he is the assassin, or a t least the accom plice 
of assassins.” 
"A propos of 
accom plices.” Interrupted 
Mr. 
K elly, “ how happens it that. In spite of the rew ard 
ottered, a rew ard th a t I have raised to tw o 
thousand dollars, the two men who aided In carry ­ 
ing off Miss A da have not presented them selves? 
Knowing, thanks to the declaration of the driver, 
th a t they left the carriage before it reached Hie 
end of Its destination aud, consequently, th at they 
are not accom plices of the assassination. I liat’e 
readvertised through the papers that they had no 
pursuit to fear.” 
“ The silence of tnese two m en,” answ ered the 
detective, “ m ay be caused by two very different 
m otives. 
lit the first place it would hut be im­ 
possible th a t these aids w ere accom plices of the 
crim e in the com plete acceptation of tho word, 
th at Is th at they m et Miss A da and her kidnapper 
after the departure of the carriage, to receive (heir 
share of the jewels. 
It will be readily understood 
th a t they cared little for your rew ard. 
Then, it

“ I t is exactly my opinion,” answ ered the coro­ 
ner, who having U shrew der m ind than th at of the 
chief of police was no less astonished at the de­ 
ductions of the detective. “ Now I ain convinced, 
and as I have here in my pocket-book the w arran t 
which I have issued against Jam es Hobson, Lls 
a rre st Is tim sim plest thing In the world. Come, I 
will take charge of it.” 
“ H ere. my dear W illiam, Is a haul for your net 
for which my worthy Young will never forgive 
you,” observed Kelly, laughing and opening the 
door of the clerk ’s office. “ H ark! there lie is.” 
T he great Young was, indeed, in the next room. 
Being w arned by one of his agents th a t Hie crowd

A CRIMINAL COURT IN TUE STATE OF NEW 
YORK. 
T h at sam e day the arrest of ja m e s Hobson was 
know n all over the city, and in the evening the 
principal papers w ere full of the m ost absurd aud 
sensational details of the s, cue at the morgue. 
The pistol-shot fired by William Dow was rep­ 
resented by some of these papers as a veritable 
volley of m usketry.

He had fully recovered his coolness; he ate, 
drank and sm oked like a man wliose conscience 
Is perfectly quiet. 
W hen he read anything severe 
about hiuiseif In the papers he m erely shrugged 
his shoulders. 
W hen lie w as confronted w ith the w itnesses, 
skilfully brought together by Mr. M ortim er and 
Davis, Thom son, the livery stnble keel er, and 
Tom R atters, his driver, who had recognized him 
by his features and voice, then with ten of Miss 
A da R icardo guests, who declared th at lits form 
and bearing were those of the Indian in whose 
arm s the unfortunate woman had beeii carried off, 
he answ ered them firmly, but w ithout auger, th a t 
they were m istaken. 
As for Mary, she could say nothing sinco she 
had seen tile Kidnapper ouly a t a distance, beyond 
the throng of dancers. 
B ut Jam es Hobson had convinced none of his 
Innocence, Mr. Davis less than any onegfor he re- 
fus.’d to give him any liberty w h a te v e r, and not­ 
w ithstanding the efforts of Hie law yer M acready, 
who called to his ald all the ruses which Hie 
arsenal of the A m erican taw provides, the exam in­ 
ation was so quickly ended th at a m onth after his 
arrest the prisoner was inform ed th a t he was soon 
to appear before the Crim inal Court. 
The grand Jury referred the indictm ent to the 
common jury. 
“ Do you plead guilty, or not guilty?” asked his 
defender on bringing him this news. 
“ N ot 
guilty, 
Mr. 
M acready. not guilty.” 
answ ered the prlsouer warm ly. 
"D o you doubt 
my innocence after ail the proof I have given 
you?” 
"H eaven forbid. 
I am certain of It, and I 
prom ise you that the law yer for the State, tho 
illustrious O’Brien, will have some ugly hours to 
pass,” aud leaving his client with this 
kind 
prom ise, Mr. M acready w ent to once more look 
over his docum ents. 
As for Jam es Hobson, we m ust confess, th at 
w hen lie was alone in his cell, he did not so well 
conceal the anxiety which lie had ielt tor several 
days aud which visibly Increased as the hour for 
his trial approached. 
Public ODlulon, which has such great w eight til 
m atters of Justice hi the U nited States, was not 
favorable to him ; arui he lacked w hat to the ac­ 
cused Is a defensive weapon, often all-pow erful— 
he belonged to no political party or any religious 
sect. 
Now Jam es Hobson had not this advantage on 
his side. 
Polities were quiet, and w ithout very 
great difficulty, in spite of the trickery of his de­ 
fender, they had draw n the twelve necessary 
jurors, a more difficult operation in the U nited 
States than elsew here. 
Mr. M acready, who was an able m an, had full 
confidence In the result of the trial, and so well 
convinced his client of this th a t on the m orning 
when he was to appear before the crim inal 
court, 
he 
breakfasted 
witii 
an 
excellent 
appetite. 
Tow ard l l o’clock, when the guards 
cam e to take the prisoner herore the audience lie 
quietly put on his gloves, followed them with a 
finn step, and took his place before the judges 
more as a curious spectator than as an accused 
man. 
The crowd was large, and occupied, as ltavas, 
by the wax head of A da R icard, which had been 
placed ou a sm all table, the people turned their 
looks aw ay to fasten them on Jam es Hobson, 
whom perhaps not one present knew by sight. 
But this m ftim nenPof curiosity did not for a mo­ 
m ent tyflliirb Hie accused, who was sitliug near 
his law yer and talkiuc to him in a low voice. 
Jam es Hobson raised ills head only when the 
chief justice, Mr. D ouglas, announced th a t the 
court was open. 
It Is useless to say th a t Mr. M ortim er aud the 
coroner, Davis, w ere present, us well as our 
friends, W illiam Dow and Young. 
When the usual form alities were gone through 
w ith, Mr. iTBrien, the law yer for the State, took 
up Hie argum ent to review the facts on widen the 
accusation rested. 
If among the auditors there rem ained any per­ 
sons still doubling the guilt of Jam es Hobson, 
they were spoil convinced of it, for. after paving 
traced the aroused back to the tim e of lits m ar­ 
riage, to review his conduct tow ard his wife, his 
divorce, his habits, his vows of revenge aud bls 
adventur us 
life, 
Mr. 
O’Brien showed 
him 
a few 
days 
before the crim e 
a t 
Jefferson 
E 
reparlng everything for its execution. 
Then 
e 
traced 
him 
to the livery stable-keeper, 
followed 
him 
to 
the 
ball 
a t 
Miss A da’s 
house, 
accom panied 
him 
to 
Yorkville, 
and 
then taking as a basis the ingenious deduc­ 
tions he 
had 
made, ne got on 
board 
Hie 
boat 
with 
Jam es 
Hobson 
and 
his 
wife 
to m ake those present who were listening to 1dm 
w itness the terrible scene th at took place on the 
river a t night. 
They saw the assassin choke Miss 
Ada, rob her of her jewels and clothing, aud leave 
nothing oil her by Which stile could be recognized 
in case she should (tune to lite surface of the 
w ater later, fasten to one of her legs the barrel of 
ta r stolen from W harf 43 ; tu at the body, kept 
down a t the bottom of the river, could not float 
before decom position bud made it quite unrecog­ 
nizable, and finally, to fling into Hie deep the un­ 
happy victim of ttiis trlghiful m urder. 
“ H aving accom plished his crim e, then,” said Ids 
accuser, “ Jam es Hobson had ouly one anxiety—to 
prepare an alibi to escape all suspicious. 
Ile then 
set. out for Hie Rocky m ountains, w here he re­ 
m ained nut three m ouths, as he pretended, but 
only one m onth; and when he returned aud 
presented him self ut the central police office 
It was to affirm th a t lie had heard of the crim e 
only a few hours, aud th a t the drowned woman 
was not the one who had borne Ids name. 
For­ 
tunately for justice two honorable iunabiiauts 
of 
Jefferson 
saw 
Jam es ’ Hobson 
in 
th at 
city ouly a lew days before the crime, and ten 
w itnesses found in him the features, voice and 
stature of the n u n who hired a carriage, gave 
orders to the coachm an, Tom R atters, aud so 
audaciously carried aw ay Mjss Ada Ricard from 
her {p ests. 
As for us Ins accom plices, if they did 
not betray him , It was because they received th eir 
share of the booty and because silence alone could 
save tlitem.” 
A fter this Plain conclusive presentation of Mr. 
O’Brien, the court heard the w itnesses. 
All 
confirmed th eir preceding testim ony, all again 
recognized the poor woman In tile wax head, 
excepting M ary, who, w ithout daring to raise her 
eves, m urm ured: 
“ I did not recognize my m istress a t the m orgue; 
how do you expect me to recognize her here?” 
CM* one w itness failed to appear, and that was 


the fat S aunders; hut, after a m edical exam ina­ 
tion, Bae court land Mr. Macready excused hun 
from appealing. 
Since we saw hun last ids condi­ 
tion had not Im proved; when Mr. Davis made a 
last attem p t w ild him , lie threw him self on his 
knees crying, 
“ It is I who am the Canso of her death, hut J 
did not niHu.i to drow n lier. Oh! th a t colonel, I 
will Iud him ." 
And seeing In these Inexplicable exclam ations 
only the despair id a lover m addened by the loss 
of his loved ono, the coroner said th at dam m ers 
before long w mid com pletely lose his reason. 
As overpow ering us the first p a rt of tins testi­ 
mony m ight have been to him, Jam es Hobson lost 
none of his calm ness. 
He interrupted neither Mr. 
O’Brien nor the wirelesses; lie m erely smiled a t 
times. 
The honorable chiel Justice, Mr. Dougins, had 
not addressed a word to Jam es H obson and was 
about to let Mr. M acready have his turn, Win n 
Mr. H enson suddenly rose aud said in a finn 
voice: 
“ Your honors and gentlem en of the Jury, my 
law yer, I urn sure. Is going to prove to you w ith­ 
out m uch trouble how unfounded is Hie accusa­ 
tion which you have ju st h eard ; I wish only to tell 
you this: T hat all the w itnesses who declare (hat 
they recognize me for Hie person o: whom they 
speak are misled by a strange resem blance, as 
w ilt as those who find in lins w ax face the teatimes 
of the tonner Mrs. Hobson. 
I am no more the 
m urderer of tile drow ned wom an of whom th at 
cast Is taken, than the drow ned woman is Ada 
Itlearii.” 
H aving uttered these words, w ithout feeling dis­ 
turbed at the m urniur with which the spectators 
had received them , Hie accused seated himself. 
Mr. M acready then took tho slam !, ami although 
his task seam d (liffu-nit, one would have thought 
from his very first words m a t there was not m e 
shadow of a doubt ii* his m ind as to Hie acquittal 
of his client. 
“ W hether the victim of this m ysterious event.” 
w ere his opening words, “ Is or Is not Hie woman 
called Ada Ricard, having first been Mrs. Hobson, 
m atters little. Some recognize lier, others do un;, 
and the m ap whose g re a te st interest it would be 
to find the features of Ids wife Iii tins wax face 
sees only a resem blance which did not for a mo-' 
blent deceive him.

The Good Samaritan, With a 
Modern Application. 


Generosity, Where It Leaves Off and Where 


Liberality Hegins. 


Rev. Henry Ward Beecher’s Sermon in 
Plymouth Church. 


B r o o k l y n , May 25.—This was the regular day 
In Plyftioutii C hurch for the taking up of a collec­ 
tion for the foreign m issions. 
Mr. Beecher’s ser­ 
mon was appropriate to the occasion, and Iii It he 
pointed out the superiority of liberality springing 
from 
both h eart aud Intellect over generosity, 
which is Inspired by appeals to present senses. 
H is text was the parable of the Good Sam ari­ 
tan, Luke, x., 29-37. 
In reading it Mr. B echer 
rem arked of the place w here m e victim was left 
stripped and half dead: ‘‘This was Hie W all street 
ol P alestine," an allusion to c u n e iit events which 
provoked some am usem ent. 
In this passage, lie said, which hasbeen plucked 
and worn as a kind of rose in the button hole by 
more men probably than any other—iii this ex­ 
quisite little parable C hrist goes Into no explana­ 
tion. 
Ile seldom Interpreted his own parables. 
The y very seldom needed it. 
Let us, however, go 
step by step through. 
The man fell am ong thieves and was bruised and 
beaten and left for dead. 
A priest cam e down, 
saw him, neglected him, passed aw ay, 
it was 
b ru tal; yet let us not be too severe even on tim 
priest. 
He m ight have said to him self: “ My offi­ 
cial functions are more im portant to the world 
than th at I should risk them to relieve this 
stranger.” 
Or the priest may have said: "T h at Is 
a sign th at it isn't Safe for me to be here.” 
He 
m ight h.,ve felt th a t Ho was a m em ber of the 
peace society, and could not tight for himself aud 
bud belier get aw ay. 
W hatever Was Hie m otive 
the exam ple is significant. 
The highest official 
personage la the Jew ish nation saw a m an in ex­ 
trem ity aud would not succor him . 
Thou cam e the Levite—another officer of very 
fugit rank. 
Tins Levite had a M ile more blood 
than the priest, for he took some little p ain s; lie 
outlie ana looked tm him. 
Now ll Is ouly ch ar­ 
itable to suppose ^th at he looked to see w hether 
the fellow was a Lev Re. 
If he bad been, 
V e ry L ik e ly l i e W o u ld H a v e F lo c k e d U p 
C o u ra g e . 
E sp rlt'd u corps may havo been his excuse. 
Now 
It Is right to feel the influence of family, nation, 
profession, social circle; but it Is wrong to neglect 
all oulsiue of it, as if the claut)-, of hum anity were 
con fined in the ratio of the nearness of persons 
to us. 
Then cam e the Sam aritan. 
To the Jew all 
things detest able Iii hum an nature were nuder the 
skin ut a S am aritan. 
Ail religious aud political 
hatred was experienced Inw ard the Sam aritan and 
Iii the main well returned, because Christ seem ed 
to have H is face set lo Jet usalem and the Mainar- 
Huns reiused lo en teitain H un ever night, and 
Hie disciples w ere equal to them , for they be­ 
sought th at they m ight call down lire and burn 
them up. This was tire Interesting state cf feeling 
between pious Jew s and pious .Samaritans. 
And 
it w asn’t confined to that age. Of ult tactic graces 
in C hristian—uo, In religious—experience, there is 
no grace like tnat of hating, 
ll is called Justice 
som etim es, standing for the right. 
It is called 
a 
proper 
discrim ination 
of 
ch aracter 
aud 
conduct. 
it 
is 
called 
a 
good 
m any 
tilings, 
hut the Lord 
know s aud 
the devil 
know s that It is right down good hating th a t is 
exorcised by people calling them selves C hristians 
of rivalry, and it is not anything new’ 
for reasons 
In modern churches. 
We derive it not from m e 
Jew s; further uaek than th a i—from nature itself, 
from the anim als trout which we spring. 
The Sam aritan then representeu the m ost de­ 
testable mail, and th at lie should be picked out 
rallier than the choicest Jew , the keenness of this 
parable 
in 
criticism

coudciuuatiou eau 
scarcely be conceived of. 
T here Is to bo draw n, 
how ever, som ething 
fu rth er from this narrative. 
The Sam aritan acted 
iipou Hie im pulse of hts heart. 
No calculation, no 
pause for any. 
It was generous. 
G enerosity Is 
kindness aud helpfulness to objects lig h t before 
us; to things tfiat address our lower nature, our 
senses, and move the heart before they move the 
intellect. 
It is the child of em otion; it acts rn uu 
inferior sphere. 
But how easily m ight one after relieving 
T h is M ud th a t H a d B u ffe re d 
have left him for other folks’ kindness, saying, 
“ let others do their share.” But lie refloated: “ This 
m an may he days recovering. 
It is necessary th at 
som ething else should be done." 
Ile tuck out 
w hat was the custom ary com pensation and gave 
It to the landlord and sa id : “ If there Is anv greater 
expense, when I come again, I will pay It; ta se 
care of him.” 
T h at was lib erality ; it was not 
generosity. 
It was actine from reflection; from a 
higher m oral elem ent of equity. 
Though the 
term s ll per ality and generosity are constantly in­ 
term ingled, they may well be discrim inated. Gen­ 
erosity is kind ness draw n out by the sight ot ueed. 
It is Hie m inistration of our senses. 
L iberality 
provides for th a t need which Is not seen, widen 
our superior reason foresees or Imagines. 
One 
acts as ail em otion, Hie other as a Judgm ent. 
Tile conjunction of the 
two 
furnishes 
the 
noblest form of benevolence.
